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PART I.— ADMINISTRATION AND FUNDS. 


1.— COUNCIL OP AGRICULTURE AND BOARDS. 

During the year under review the Council of Agriculture 
met on two occasions, viz., 16th November, 1S15, and 25th 
May, 1916, in the Lecture Theatre of the Royal Dublin Society, 
Leinster House, Dublin, by permission of the Council of the 
Society. 

At the November meeting the Council had under considera- 
tion Loans for the purchase of Implements, Afforestation, and 
Live Stock Insurance. The following matters were discussed 
at the meeting in May : Registration of Cart sires. Oil-extracted 
maize. Milling facilities, the Administration of Part II. of the 
Weeds and Agricultural Seeds (Ireland) Act, and of the Orders 
dealing with Sheep-dipping, Black Scab in Potatoes, and 
American. Gooseberry Mildew. 

Four meetings of the Agricultural Board and three meetings 
of the Board of Technical Instruction were held during the 
year.

2 -FUNDS OP THE DEPARTMENT. 

(a.) Parliamentary Vote. 

The administrative expenses of the Department were de- 
frayed from the Vote for the financial year 1915-16, in which 
provision was also made for the following : grants-in-aid under 
the Diseases of Animals Acts, £5,100 ; forestry operations, 
£6,000, and a sum of £37,000 under Section 15 of the Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, and Section 49 
of the Irish Land Act, 1909. 

Grants from the Development Fund also were made as 
follows For the improvement of horsebreeding, £10,000 ; for 
afforestation purposes, £2,863 ; for tobacco-growing experi- 
ments, £6,402 ; for agricultural research and advisory work, 
£5,000; for fishery development, £14,227; for warble-fiy in- 
vestigation, £370 ; and for the preliminary expenses of a 
Veterinary Research Laboratory, £797 (see page 113 of the 
Appendices). 

During the financial year 1915-16 the expenditure on the 
Science and Art Institutions and the Geological Survey, which 
wa, borne by the Vote for Science and Art, Ireland, amounted 
to £4,8,231 viz. Royal College of Science, £21,606; the 
National Museum of Science and Art, £12,093 ; the National 
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Library £4,405 ; the Metropolitan School of Art, £3,790; the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, £4,710 ; and the Geological Survey 
£1,627 (see page 114 of the Appendices). The grants to tecL 
meal schools and classes of science and art, viz., £99 007 were 
also provided from this Vote. '

A sum of £7,940 from agricultural funds was, with the con- 
currence of the Agricultural Board, granted for rural classes 
in manual instruction and domestic economy workmg under 
local authorities and a grant of £2,700 from the same funds 
was also made for classes in lace, crochet, farriery, and othei 
rural industries working under the direct supervision of the 


Department. 

■ The sum available in 1915-16 for technical instruction in 
non-agricultural subjects was £63,465,* exclusive of a balance 
of £32,416 from the preceding year. 

The total expenditure within the year was £69,735, of which 
£28,097 was paid to the six county boroughs. 

Balances amounting to £46,146, representing accumulations 
of £33,237 in respect of county borough schemes and of 
£12,909 in respect of urban and special schemes, were carried 
forward to 1916-17. 


In addition to the grant of £10,000 provided annually under 
the Act of 1899, there was available for 
FUNDS FOR the purposes of fisheries in 1915-16 a sum 
FISHERY PURPOSES, of £10,663 being the balance from the pre- 
ceding year together with sundry receipts. 
The gross expenditure amounted to £12,601. 

A Special Report on the Sea and Inland Fisheries of Ireland 
is issued annually by the Department. ,

During the sixteen years ended 31st March, 1916, a total 
of £82,430, of which £2,074 was advanced 
SEA AND COAST during the past financial years, was issued 
FISHERIES FUND, in loaus for the purchase and repair of 
. . . fishing boats and gear. The total repay- 

ments, including interest made during the same period, was 
£68,831, the arrears of instalments amounted to £3.064,' and 
a sum of £833 was written off as irrecoverable. 


4. -CENTRAL INSTITUTIONS. 

The increased accommodation provided in the laboratories, ' 
workshops, etc., was fully availed of, and 

ROYAL COLLEGE the special equipment, extensively used in 
OE SCIENCE. advanced analytical and research work 
, , giving rise to many papers embodying the 

results obtained. 

The Library was enriched by a donation, from the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington, of all their publications with the 
exoeplion of a few which are out of print. This generous 
gift comprised about 240 volumes dealing mainly with Science, 
though a number are devoted to Literary and Historical Re- 
search. The scientific works which embodv research work a.nd 
investigation in many new paths of inquiry are valuable in 
being specialized to a high degree. 

In the academic year 1915-16, 153 students attended the 
College ; of these 79 were Non-Associate students. The Asso- 
ciate students included 5 Royal Scholars, 15 Science Scholars, 
and 20 Agricultural Scholars. The series of short Summer 
Coui-ses of Instruction organized in the College by the Depart- 
ment during the months of July and August, 1916, were 
attended by 250 additional students. A considerable number 
of the Associate students of the College have postponed their 
work and are serving in different capacities in His Majesty’s 
Forces. Of the eleven officers and employees of the College 
who have joined the Army, the Department regret to state 
that one, Mr. E. Pullin, has been killed in action. 

The 1915-16 session was the first complete session under 
the new arrangements mentioned in the 
ROYAL last Report. 

VETERINARY The number of students in attendance 

COLLEGE OF was Well Up to the average and the labora- 
IRELAND. tories were fully utilized. An extensive 

research into the diseases of the kidney 
in animals, and an investigation into certain diseases of 
poultry were undertaken.

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Very few additions by purchase were made to the Collections, 
but the number of donations and loans 
NATIONAL;' was up to the normal. 

MUSEUM Two very interesting bird groups were 

OF SCIENCE added to the Natural History Collections, 
AND ART. one of Peregrine Falcons, and the other 
of a Cuckoo carrying one of its eggs and 
depositing it in a Meadow’’ Pipit s nest. A. fine head of the 
rare White Rhinoceros from Central Africa, and that of a 
Buffalo from the Upper Nile Valley were presented by Major 
Spinks. An exhibit of specimens of the several kinds of do- 
mestic fowl recommended by the Department as the most 
suitable to Ireland was set up in the Annexe Room IV. 

To the Art Collections there were added a large revolving 
plate bucket, an old Irish potato bowl, and some medals and 
miniatures, as well as two fine West African gold ornaments, 
which are to be seen in ’the Central Court, where also were 
displayed the collection of four hundred medals presented by 
Lt.-Colonel Adamson. 

An interesting exhibit of urns and a bronze knife-dagger, 
presented by Mr. F. J. Bigger, is shown in a case, in the Irish 
Antiquities Collection, containing an accurate model of the 
gravel bank in which they were found. Room No. I. in this 
Division is now given up to a fine collection of Irish Celts, 
and a comparative collection of objects of the Stone and 
Bronze Ages from England, France, Italy, Switzerland, 
Scandinavia, etc. 

Exhibitions of food plants, fat-yielding seeds, compressed 
sphagnum, and medicinal herbs were arranged in the Botanical 
Section, and an interesting exhibit of the minerals used in the 
manufacture of munitions, in the Geological and Mineralogical 
Section. 

A special Report was as usual issued by the Board of Visitors 
to the- Museum. 

During the year, 3,919 volumes were added 1.0 the Library. 

The Catalogue for 1912-13 was issued and 
NATIONAL the slips for 1914-15 made ready for 
LIBRARY printing. Good progress was made in 
OF IRELAND. Cataloguing, indexing, and shelf -arrange- 
ment, and considerable economies in bind- 
ing, printing, stationery, and lighting were effected. Many 
generous donations are recorded in the Report of the Trustees, 
which is published separately. 

Attendances of readers during 1915-16 numbered 155,579, 
being a daily average of 596.

or IRELAND. under review. Owing to the proprietor 

of the Castlecomer coalfield being engaged 
on military duties, the development of our knowledge of that 
field by borings was temporarily suspended, and the geo- 
legists were withdrawn from the area for other work. There 
was a great increase in inquiries as to the occurrence and 
availability of minerals of economic importance in Ireland. A 
catalogue of records of such occurrences is in preparation from 
a wide variety of sources, including the manuscript notes on 
the field-maps of the Survey, and visits were, in consequence, 
paid to several localities where information was deficient. 
Among the objects of these inquiries in the field were deposits 
of magnesite, steatite, molybdenite, and asbestos, and the 

mineral belt of Avoca. i 

Analyses were made of rocks rich in potash, with a view to 
their possible use as fertilizers, and the relations of agricultural 
occupations to the geological features of the Kenmare and 
Killarney district were studied for the forthcoming memoir. 

In consequence of recent work in Lambay Island and on 
the coast. Map Sheet 102 (Malahide and Skerries) was revised 
for publication. 


5.— MISCELLANEOUS. 

Forestry.— In view of the need for economy therq were no 
further purchases by the Department of 
THE land for afforestation by means of ad- 

DEVELOPMENT vanccs from the Development Fund during 
ACT. the year under review. The area acquired 

to date is accordingly the same as stated 
ill last Report, viz., 8,658 acres. The total purchase price of 
this area amounted to £19,267, and the expenditure on its 
afforestation during the period (52 to 60 years) covered by the 
working plans approved by the Development Commissioners 
is estimated at £80,911. 

The terms on which advances are to be made from the 
Development Fund were still under consideration at the close 
of the year. 

The second annual instalment of the grant of £1,385 from 
the Development Fund for the maintenance and management 
of certain woodlands in county Kildare, amounting to 
£255 15s. lid., was paid over to the Kildare County Council. 

Tobacco . — ^No further advances from the Development Fund 
have been applied for. The total amount of grants allocated 
from this source, as previously reported, is £63,675. 
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Tobacco-growing experiments were suspended at Tagoat. 
Co. Wexford, m 1916, owing to conditions prevailing as a 
result of the war. 

Particulars as to the present position of the experiments 
will be found on page 48 of the Report. 

Technical and Advisory WorA:.— Owing to the necessity for 
curtailing, as far as possible, expenditure during the period of 
the war, the annual grant from the Development Fund in 
aid of the Department’s scheme of technical and advisory 
work 111 connection with agriculture was reduced, from £5,000 
to £4,000 in respect of the financial year 1916-17. The opera- 
tions under the scheme during the agricultural year ended 
30th September, 1916, are referred to at pages 53 et sea. of this 
Report. 

Horse-breeding.— Itw&s mentioned in last year’s Report that 
the period of five years for which the annual grant of £10,000 
from the Development Fund was available terminated with 
financial year 1915-16, and that strong representations 
had been made by the Department to the Treasury in favour 
of the continuance of the grant for a further period. The 
Development Commissioners, however, notified the Depart- 
ment that beyond providing for contingent liabilities under 
the Irish Draught Horse Scheme they were unable to recom- 
mend a renewal of the grant. In view of the importance of 
the Irish horse-breeding industry further representations were 
made on the matter to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, as a 
result of which the Treasury agreed to provide, on the De- 
partment s Parliamentary Vote for the financial year, 1916-17, 
a sum of £8,500 for the Department’s general horse-breeding 
Scheme, which, with £1,500 provided out of the Development 
Fund to meet the liabilities under the Irish Draught Horse 
Scheme above refewed to, made up the total of the grant of 
£10,000 applied for by the Department. Representations in 
favour of the renewal of this grant in respect of 1917-18 have 
been made to the Treasury. 

Particulars of the operations under the Schemes will be 
found at pages 38 et seq. of this Report. 

Warble-Fly Pest— In view of the representations of the 
Development Commissioners as to the necessity for reducing 
at the present juncture, as far as possible, the amount of re- 
curring grants from the Development Fund, the Department 
did not apply for a renewal for the financial year 1916-17 of 
the gra,nt from the Development Fund for the investigation 
into this pest. Progress, however, continues to be made with 
the investigation, which is referred to at page 50 of this 
Report. 

Fisheries. — The construction of the marine works at Helvick 
and Kilkeel has been further advanced; and financial and

IRISH MINERALS 
AND

Tnouiries continue to be received from British manufacturers 
^ regarding supplies of substitutes in Ireland 

for raw materials which, prior to the war, 
were imported from foreign countries. 
Through the efforts of the Department 
one such substitute for a certain raw 

m.teri.l p,ev.o.d, hougM mW *;« I'lZ 

Germanv has been secured m Ireland— this being the Hrst tune 
that th J Irish material in question was used for the specific 
purpose. Inquiries and experiments as to other probable 
Irish substitutes for imported materials are m progies . 

In the neighbourhood of Tinahely, co. Wicklow, a quarry 
was opened upon a deposit of silica, and a consideiable tiade 

'"'^Mo'^and soapstone were mined in the vicinity of Lough 
Gartan, Churchill, co. Donegal, and prospecting operations 
on deposits of these minerals were carried out near Glen- 
dowan in the same county. 

The deposits of diatomite or Kieselguhr Earth, which m 
in the neighbourhood of Toomebridge, co. Antrim, and Port- 
vlenone, co. Derry, were worked on an extended scale, while 
the ochre deposits of the Vale of Avoca, co. Wicklow, were 
more fully developed than hitherto. f 

There was an increased production of barytes from the 
Irish deposits. Prior to the war Germany was a large exporter 
of this material to the United Kingdom. , ^ . ' 

A cement factory, with a capacity of 40,000 to 45,000 tons 
per annum, was erected at Magheramorne, near Larne, co. 
Antrim, the materials used being the white limestone occurring 
in the vicinity and clay dredged from Larne Lough. 

A lecture on Irish minerals and raw materials and the °PPy " 
tunities for their development was delivered in April, by the 
Department’s Economic Geologist, before the Scientific and 
Debating Society of the Royal College of Science. 

Assistance in the form of expert advice and instruction m 
lime-burning was continued by the Department. 

The attention of those engaged in the peat fuel industry 
was again drawn to the importance of cutting as much peat 
as possible during the past season. . 
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By Order in Council, dated 21st Deceiiiber, 191S, the powers 
and duties exercised by the Loan Fund 

LOAN FUND Board for Ireland were transferred to the 
SYSTEM. Department as from the 22nd December. 

The Annual Reports of that Board 
during recent years had contained frequent reference to the 
serious financial position in which the Board was placed, 
through the diminution of its income and the necessity for 
selling its investments. By Warrant, dated the 10th January, 
1912, His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant appointed a Com- 
mittee with the following terms of reference To inquire 
into the financial position of the Loan Fund Board in Ireland 
to which attention had been drawn in their recent Annual 
Reports, and to suggest what steps, if any, may appear desir- 
able.” The Committee in question, in their Report, dated 
11th March, 1912, suggested that a useful purpose might be 
served if the operations of the Loan Fund Societies were in- 
cluded in the purview of the Inquiry into the whole question 
of Rural Credit m Ireland that was about to be undertaken 
by the Departmental Committee on Agricultural Credit, which 
was then beginning its investigations. 

The Report of this latter Committee, issued in May, 1914 
[Cd. 7375, 1914], accordingly included a special section deal- 
ing with the origin, history, and results of the Loan Fund 
system in Ireland. The main conclusions and recommenda- 
tions of the Committee will be found summarized in paragraph 
.276 of their Report. One of the most important of these 
recommendations was that, as soon as possible, the Loan 
Fund Board should be discontinued and its functions trans- 
ferred to the Department of Agriculture. After the necessary 
correspondence with the Treasury and the Irish Government, 
the Order in Council above referred to was made, effecting 
this transfer. The services of the Board’s Inspector and Clerk 
were taken over by the Department, while, after a long and 
useful service of over thirty years as Secretary to the Board, 
Mr. A. J. Nicolls, LL.B., was retired. 

The Department are giving careful attention to the various 
recommendations of the Agricultural Credit Committee in 
regard to the Loan Fund System, with a view to the introduc- 
tion of such improvements as may be found desirable and 
feasible into the working of the Loan Fund Societies, and the 
remedying of deficiencies, many of which are due to defective 
legislation. Since the taking over of the administration of 
the system by the Department the relations between the De- 
partment and the various Committees of the Loan Societies 
have been, with few exceptions, harmonious and satisfactory, 
and the Department are confident that the co-operation of 
these Committees will be forthcoming in any steps which may 
•be found necessary for adapting still further the operations 
2 
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of tlie Societies to the needs of deserving rural and industrial 
borrowers. 

In September, 1916, the Seventy-eighth Annual Report in 
regard to the Loan Fund System was presented by the Depart- 
ment to Parliament [see Cd. 8385, 1916] as a separate document. 
In future years the Report, with statistical tables, etc., in 
regard to the Loan Fund Societies, will be incorporated as a 
portion of the Department’s Annual General Report. 

The policy of encouraging the widest possible extension 
of the area under tillage was again ener- 

WAB AND THE getically pursued during the year 1915-16. 

FOOD SUPPLY. Following the campaign initiated by the 
Department during the autumn of 1915, 
when meetings which the Vice-President addressed were organ- 
ized throughout the country, arrangements were made for the 
publication and wide distribution of posters and special leaflets 
appropriate to the situation. About 50,000 posters urging 
the necessity for increasing the production of home-grown 
food were issued for display through the medium of the De- 
partment’s agricultural instructors and overseers, secretaries 
of county committees of agriculture, seed and manure mer- 
chants, and managers of creameries. Copies ■were also sent for 
exliibition to all Royal Irish Constabulary stations (where 
special boards for the exhibition of such no'tices are provided) 
and to the National Schools in Rural Districts. About 3,000,000 
leaflets were distributed similarly, and in this connection the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and teachers of National Schools 
rendered valuable assistance, for which the Department’s 
thanks are specially due. These leaflets dealt not only with 
special subjects, such as the sowing of catch crops and autumn 
and spring cereals, the prices of manures, the spraying of 
potatoes, etc., but also fully explained the aspects of the tillage- 
question from the national and economic standpoints. 

The agi'icultm-al instructors and agricultural overseers again 
devoted particular attention to the question of increased food 
production, and by means of personal visits to farms, demon- 
stration plots with catch crops, etc., endeavoured to influence 
farmers to increase the area under tillage, and to adopt the 
best methods of cultivation with a view to adding to the yields 
of the different crops. During the autumn and whiter months 
numerous lectures to farmers were given by the agricultural 
instmctors, in which the necessity for, the increased home 
production of food was strongly emphasized. 

As will be seen on reference to pages 63-64 of the Report, 
special arrangements were also made for extending the existing 
facilities for loans for agricultural purposes to meet the require- 
ments of millers and others as regards the purchase of milling 
plant and restoration of existing corn mills. 
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PART II.— DETAILS OF THE DEPARTMENT’S 
OPERATIONS, 1915-16. 


1.— AGRICULTURE. 

The period covered by this Section of the Report is the 
agricultural year ended 30th September, 1916. 

The work of the Agricultural Branch of the Department 
falls under the following principal heads : — 

(a) Agricultural instruction. 

(b) Improvement of live stock. 

(c) Agricultural experiments and investigations. 

{d) Administration of special laws on agricultural matters 
(excluding the Diseases of Animals Acts, which are 
dealt with by the Veterinary Branch). 

(e) Loans for agricultural purposes. 

U) Forestry. 

All operations in connection with the subjects comprised in 
the foregoing groups were carried out on the same lines as in 
previous years. The Department formulated general schemes 
of itinerant instruction in agriculture, horticulture, poultry- 
keeping, and butter-making, and for the improvement of cattle, 
horses, and swine, for aiding local agricultural shows, for the 
provision of prizes for cottagers and small farmers. These 
schemes were administered by the several County Committees, 
Wherever the work did not lend itself to be dealt with under 
county schemes, it was carried out directly hy the Department, 

The schemes conducted by county committees of agriculture 
continued during the year 1915-16 to be financed, as heretofore, 
out of a fund made up of part of the local rates for agricultural 
and technical instruction and of contributions from the Depart* 
ment’s funds. This fund was supplemented by the earnings of 
classes held under the schemes of itinerant instruction which 
were eligible for grants under the Department’s Programme for 
Technical Schools and Science and Art Classes. 


(a) Ageicultural Instruction, 

The principal schemes of itinerant instruction, viz., agri- 
culture, horticulture (including bee-keeping), and poultry- 
keeping were adopted by every County Committee, and the 
scheme of instruction in home butter-making by all but four 
Committees. In connection with this work the Committees 
employed one hundred and thirty-six persons. 
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The following table gives some indication of the extent of the 

instructors’ work in 1915-16, as compared with the precedins

The number of appointments made under these schemes in 
1915-16 amounted to 164. As, however, 28 instructors in 
poultry-keeping acted also as instructors m butter-making, 
the actual number of persons employed was 136. In addition 
to these instructors there were also appointed two tillage 
demonstrators (in county Limerick), one instructor in home 
bacon-curing (in county Wicklow), eight ploughing demon- 
strators (in counties Cavan, Leitrim (2), Mayo, Roscommon(2), 
Sligo and We.stmeath), and one agricultural overseer (in county 
Meath), making a total of 148 instructors employed by county 
committees in connection with their agricultural work. 

In connection with schemes of itinerant instruction adminis- 
tered directly by the Department there were employed, in the 
congested districts in the West of Ireland, 4 agricultural over- 
seers, with 55 assistant agricultural overseers, to give insti’uc- 
tion in agriculture to small farmers ; 8 temporary spraying 
demonstrators, to assist in giving instruction and demon- 
strations in the spraying of potatoes during the summer months, 
arid 5 special instructors to give demonstrations to migrants 
m the improvement of out-offlces, etc. ; 13 flax instructors, in 
districts where flax is a staple crop or is being mtroduced into 
the rotation ; 6 instructors in dairying, who visit creameries 
throughout the country in accordance with the provisions of the 
scheme for improvement in the management of creameries; 
and 2 mstruotors in cow-testing, who give lectures to meetings 
of farmers on the advantages to be derived from the keeping of 
milk-records, and encourage the formation of cow-testing 
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There were also employed two instructors in methods of 
preparing, packing, and marketing of agricultural produce. 
The number of instructors employed directly by the Depart- 
ment was, therefore, 100, and the total number employed by 
the Department and the county committees combined was 
248. 

In all, nineteen agricultural institutions gave approved 
courses of instruction during the 1915-16 session. Of these 
institutions, eight were under the Department’s management, 
and eleven under other control. Courses for male students only 
were provided at seven, and for female students only at eleven, 
institutions, of which two received day-pupils only. As regards 
the number of places filled by resident students, the following 
table shows how the year 1915-16 compared with the years

Courses of training for appohitments under the schemes of 
itinerant instruction and in agricultural schools and colleges 
were continued in the Agricultural Faculty of the Royal College 
of Science, Dublin, at the Albert Agricultural College, and at 
the Munster Institute. Ten students completed their training 
during the year and obtained appointments in connection with 
the agricultural work of the Department. One hundred and 
sixty-nine, students, trained at the institutirns mentioned, hold 
appointments at present on the Department’s staff or as county 
instructors or teachers. 

* Includes students who were provided with maintenance allowances instead 
of residential accommodation. 

t In addition, there were 16 places kept open for students who had joined 
H.IvI. Army or taken up army work. 

I At each of the institutions for female students two or more sessions are- 
held annually. The number of places filled throughout the year, as shown 
above, is, therefore, much less than the number of students admitted to the 
courses. 
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The Annual general conierence of the agricultural instruc- 
tors and the Department’s agricultural staff was held during 
the year. A course of lectures on recent agricultural research 
work was given, as usual, to the instructors at the College of 
Science. 

The educational tour arranged annually for the benefit of 
the instructors was again suspended. 

Three short special courses in farm work, for women who 
proposed to volunteer as farm workers, were held at the 
Munster Institute, Cork. 

The 1913-lC session opened with twenty holders of Scholar- 
ships in the Agricultural Faculty, made up as follow's: —

Of the one hundred and eleven Departmental Scholars who, 
up to the close of the 1915-16 session, had completed their 
training, sixty -five hold appointments as follows : —

12 Teachers at Agricultural Colleges and Stations. 

15 on Department’s Central Staff. 


An examination for Scholarships tenable in the Agricultural 
Faculty was held in August, 1916. Tw'enty-five candidates 
competed. The follow'ing were awarded Scholarships:— 
O’Donovan, Simon James, Killeagh, Rosscarbery, co. Cork, 
and Torrens, David Smyth, Culnaman, Moneydig, Garvagh, 
CO. Londonderry. The first-mentioned student did not, how- 
ever, take up the Scholarship. 

The prospectus of the examination for Scholarships in 
Agriculture, etc., held in August, 19 6, was published in the 
Department’s Journal for April, 1916 (pages 461 to 464). 


The number of students in attendance during the 1915-16 
session w'as 117, including 4 students who 
THE ROYAL were the holders of Scholarships from 
VETERINARY the Union Government of South Africa.

COLLEGE. In connection with the Farmers’ Club 

attached to the CollegCj a series cf lectures 
was given to farmers in the surrouiidiEg parishes. The course 
of lectures embraced tillage, seeds, cattle feeding, manures, 
milk production and dairying. Cattle feeding experiments 
were carried out by about twenty farmers. A farm prize 
scheme, for which there were 44 entries, was also conducted 
in connection with the Farmers’ Club. The work of the 
Club generally resulted in stimulating considerably an interest 
in tillage in the district. 

The 1915-16 session at this School opened on the 5th October, 
1915, and concluded early in August, 
ANTRIM 1916. Instruction was, as at previous 

AGRICULTURAL sessions, given in the following subjects • 

SCHOOL. Agriculture (theoretical and practical), 

veterinary hygiene, horticulture, bee- 
keeping, poultry-keeping, butter-making, and manual work. 

Seven students were admitted to the school, cf whom six 
were from county Antrim, and one from county Dowm. 

Applicants for admis,sion must be at least sixteen years of 
age, and must furnish satisfactory evidence that they wih, in the 
future, be engaged in farming work in Ireland. 

The scale of fees payable for the session in respect cf farmers’ 
sons varies, in accordance wdth the valuation of the parents’ 
holdings, from £3 to £15. The fee payable in the case of students 
not farmers’ sons is £20. 

Four courses of instruction, one for young men and three for 
young women, were held at this school 

NORTH-iVEST during the year. 

AGRICULTURAL The Course for young men opened 
SCHOOL, STEABANE. On tile 2nd November, 1915, and was of 
seven weeks’ duration. The number of 
students admitted was nine. The subjects dealt with were, 
as at similar courses in previous years, agriculture, veteriraiy 
hygiene, and fruit growing. 

The first of the courses for young women was opened on the 
7th March, 1916, and w'as of eight weeks’ duration. The two 
succeeding courses, which were of similar duration, opened on 
the 16th May, 1916, and the 25th July, 1916, respectively. The 
total number of young women admitted to these three courses 
was forty-three. Instruction was afforded, as in the case of 
previous courses, in the following subjects poultry-keeping, 
dairying, cookery, sewing, housewifely (including sick nursing), 
and laundry work. 
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Applicants for admission to tlie coni’ses foi 5 onng men must 
be actually engaged in farm work. The age limits for both 
male and female applicants are from seventeen to thirty-five. 

All the students who attended the courses for the year were 
holders of scholai'ships, which are provided by the county 
committees of agriculture of IDonegal, Loi.doiideiiy, and • 
Tyrone, for students from these counties. 

The school is solely residential and scholarship holders are 
entitled to free instruction, board, and residence duiing their 
courses. 

This scheme was adopted in twenty-five counties, as ctm- 
pared with tw'enty-nine in the preceding 
WINTER year. The counties which did not adopt 

AGKlcuLTUii.'Vii the Scheme were Dublin, Fermanagh, Kil- 

CLASSES SCHEME, dare, King’s, Londonderry, Meath, Mon- 
aghan and Queen’s. 

In form, the scheme was substantially the same as for the 
year 1914-15, except that the minimum number of applicants 
.for admission necessary to secure approval for the commence- 
ment of a class, and the mimimum attendance necessary for 
its continuance, were increased. 

Particulars regardmg the nature of the scheme w'ere given in ' 
some detail in the Fifteenth Annual General Report (pages 
25 and 26). 

It may he stated that the class centres are changed each year, 
in order to secure that an entire county will be gradually 
worked over, and admission to the classes is confined to young 
men actually engaged in farm w'ork. 

Classes were established at forty-seven centres, and the total 
number of students admitted was six hundred and ninety-five. 
In the year 1914-15 the number of classes held was seventy- 
nine with a total enrolment of eleven hundred and sixty-four 
students. These decreases in the number cf classes alid students 
were due to the reduction in the number of counties which put 
the scheme into operation, and, also, to the raising of the 
minimum attendance necessary to warrant the startmg and 
continuance of a class, as is indicated above. The fact that 
the agricultural instructors w^ho conduct these classes were re- 
quired during the winter, 1915-16, to give additional lectures 
on food production also led to a reduction in the number of 
classes. 

Scholarships tenable qurmg the 1916-17 session at the Depart- 
ment’s agricultural stations, and other approved agricultural 
schools, were offered during the year under review by twelve 
county committees of agricultm-e for competition among the 
students of the classes in their respective counties. The total 
number of scholarships thus offered was thir'ty-four. 
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. Agricultural instruction lor girls was carried out during the 
year at eleven schools..

During the year three special courses in farm work, for 
women who proposed to volunteer as farm workers for war 
service, were provided at the Institute. Thirteen women 
atcended these courses. 

Particulars of the fourth egg-laying competition held at the 
institute will be found on page 29 of this Report. Besides 
tins competition the usual experiments in the breeding and 
leeding of poultry w'ere continued. 


The Ulster Dairy School is similar to the Munster Institute 
in arrangements, equipment and general 
THE ULSTER facilities for instruction. There is accom- 
UAiRY SCHOOL, modatioii for fifty pupils. Four terms are 
held each year. Pupils selected for training 
as instructors are transferred to the Munster Institute for their 
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fi nal courses. Three pupils were so transferred during the year. 
Five pupils were offered facilities for special training in crea- 
meries. 

Nine of these local agricultural schools were w'crkiiig during 
the year under the Department’s Pro- 
SCHOOLS 01' RURAL gramme. Two are day schools, one 
DOMESTIC receives resident pupils only, and six 
ECONOM'V. receive resident and day pupils. 

The course of training includes instruc- 
tion in butter-making, poultry-keeping, ccokeiy, household 
management, laundry work and needlework. Some pupils, 
seek the training for the benefit of their home work, others to 
qualify themselves for situations as dairymaids, housekeepers,, 
etc. Promismg pupils are given further training at the Munster 
Institute.

Instruction in butter-makmg and poultry-keeping is also 
provided in addition to the ordinary subjects at the residential 
schools of domestic training at Dunmanway, county Cork, 
Dundrum, county Tipperary, Drishane, county Cork, and 
Carrick-on-Suir, county Waterford. 

This scheme was in operation in all counties with one excep- 
tion, and the number of instructors 
ITINERANT appointed during the year was forty-four,. 

INSTRUCTION as follows : — Five in county Cork, two in 

IN AGRICULTURE, each of 'the counties of Clare, Galway, 
Kerry, Limerick, Mayo, Monaghan, Ros- 
common, and Tyrone, and one in each of twenty -three counties. 

Full information as to the duties which these ins'tructors- 
carry out is to be found in 'the Department’s separately printed 
scheme of instruction in agriculture. 
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The immber of lectures given by the instructors during the 
year was 1,794, at 1,032 centres, the average attendance at each 
lecture being 42. Many of the instructors also conducted winter- 
agricultural classes. This branch of their work is referred to 
at page 20 of this Report. 

During the year the number of visits paid to farms aggre- 
gated 23,243, giving an average of 567 for each of forty-one 
instructors, the remaming three instructors being in the Army. 

Field experiments to the number of 645 were undertaken, 
and, in addition, 2,206 demonstration plots were established! 
Seventy-eight experiments in the- feeding of live stock were 
also conducted. Information in this connection is given at 
pages 49 and 50 of this Report. 

The annual general conference of the instructors and the 
Department’s agricultural staff* was held at the Royal College 
of Science, Dublin, on the 31st May. On the 30'th May, and on 
the 1st and 2.id June, a course of lectures on recent agricnltural 
research work was given, as usual, to the instructors at the 
College. 

Throughout 'the year the instructors continued to devote 
special attention to 'the necessity for an increased home pro- 
duction of food. Their effoi-ts in this direction are i-efeiTcd to 
at page 12 of this Report. 

Ten tillage demons-trators, whose duties are to give advice 
and practical instruction in the use and 
TILLAGE management of the plough and other farm 
DEMONSTRATION, implements and machinery, different 
methods of cultivation, etc., were em* 
ployed during the year for periods varying from sixrteen weeks 
during the ploughing season to the whole year, as follows ; — 
Two in each of the counties Leitrim, Limei’ick, and Ros- 
common, and one in each of the counties Cavan, Mayo, Sligo, 
and Westmeath. 

Of ploughing demonstrations, 566, in all, were given. 

The employment of the agricultural overseer appointed by 
the Meath county committee of agriculture to instruct the 
occupiers of new holdings formed in that comity by the 
Estates Commis.sioners was continued. It may be mentioned 
tha-t the area of his operations has been extended so as to include 
many additional such holdings. 


The opera'tions under the Department’s supplementary 
schemes for congested districts were con- 
SPECIAL tinned during the year 1915-16. Four 

AGRICULTURAL agricultural overseers, fifty-five assistant 
SCHEMES FOR agricultural overseers, and eight tempo- 
CONGESTED rary spraying demonstrators were em- 

DiSTRicTS. ployed, the latter being engaged during 
the summer months for the purpose of 
givmg practical ' instruction in potato spraying. In addition, 
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under the scheme for aiding migrants introduced in the year 
1913-14, five demonstrators qualified to give instruction in 
the building and improvement of out-offices, laying of con- 
crete, etc., were employed for different periods during the year. 
A number of the assistant agricultural overseers received short 
courses of practical training in these matters from the demon- 
strators, and proceeded to carry out such work in their own 
districts. 

The special work arising out of the situation created by the 
war, e.g., the visiting and advising of farmers to increase the 
area under tillage, distribution of leaflets, furnishing of special 
reports on the progress of the work, etc., was continned during 
the year. 

Particulars as to the live stock schemes will be found at 
pages 34 to 46 of this Report. 

(1) Special Demonstration Plots. 

The laying down by the assistant agricultural overseers of 
a large number of demonstration plots throughout the different 
congested counties, to illustrate the benefits resulting from the 
use of good, fresh seed and suitable mixtures of artificial' 
manures, was continued during the year 1915-16, almost 
10,000 such plots being arranged for, in addition to a consider- 
able number of demonstration plots on the utilisation of liquid 
manure. In order to further the Department’s campaign for 
an increased home production of foodstuffs, etc., increased 
numbers of wheat and catch crop plots were laid dorvn, the 
number of the other classes of plots being somewhat reduced. 
The increased cost, owing to the war, of plot materials neces- 
sitated, generally, a reduction in the numbers of the different 
classes of plots, 'the funds available for these purposes being 
limited.

(2) Potato Spraying. 

The overseers, assistant overseers, and eight additional 
assistants employed for the period of the work, were engaged 
during the season in advising farmers, and giving demonstra- 
tions on potato spraying, selling and repairing spraying 
machines, and, generally, in their respective districts, endea- 
vouring to secure that sin-aying should be efficiently and widely 
carried out.

(3) Supply of Syringes for the Treatment of Contagious Abortion. 

The supply of syringes at a reduced price to holders of pre- 
mium bulls, or of bulls located on special terms by the Depart- 
ment, was continued during the year 1915-16, twenty-one of 
these instruments being thus- supplied, 
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(4) Tree Planting. 

The Department’s special tree planting scheme for con- 
gested districts was continued during the year, but, in view of 
the limited amount of funds available for the purpose, its 
operations were confined to Connacht and county Clare, and 
suspended in counties Kerry and West Cork. The working 
of the scheme was interfered with also by the failure, due to 
exceptional circumstances, to secure delivery of some of the 
trees, etc., ordered.

(5) Special Assistance to Migrants. 

The above scheme continued in operation during the year 
1915-16. Under the supervision of the five demonstratorSi 
engaged for different periods of the year, and of the assistant 
agricultural overseers, wbo had received instruction from the 
demonstrators, a considerable number of improvements were 
carried out on migrants’ holdings, e.g., the extension and the 
fitting up of out-offices and the concreting of their floors, the 
construction of piggeries, shelters for carts and implements, 
etc., liquid manure tanks, and enclosures for farmyard manure. 

The number of grants applied for by migrants in respect of 
these improvements, and recommended by the Department 
to the Congested Districts Board for payment, was 129, the 
amount involved bemg £245. 

As was the case in previous years, the assistant overseers 
gave special attention to the visiting of migrants’ holdings in 
their districts, with a view to advising on, and urging general 
improvements. 

(6) Veterinary Dispensary Scheme. 

Owing to circumstances arising out of the war, the Veter- 
inary^ Dispensaries at Drumshambo, Manorhamilton and 
Glenties were discontinued during the year under review. The 
scheme was suspended in the Boyle district for the greater part 
of the yea,r, as a successor was not appointed on the death of 
the Veteriaary Surgeon in charge of the dispensaries in that 
district. A Veterinary Surgeon having taken up practice at 
Swinford, dispensaries were provided at the following centres : — 
Aclare, Charlestown, Foxford, Kilkelly, and Kiltimagh. 
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The following table has been prepared from the returns 
furnished by the Veterinary Surgeons in charge of the several 
dispensaries under the Scheme.

The scheme of instraction in poultry-keeping was put into 
operation in every county, and forty in- 
POU1.TEY- structors were employed in connection 

KEEPING. therewith. Of this number twenty-eight 

acted in the dual capacity of instructors 
in poultry-keeping and butter-making. 

3 
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The scheme was continued, as in 1914-15, on the lines laid 
down in the scheme for 1913-14, copies of which will be found 
in the Appendices, page [82], of the Fourteenth Annual General 
Report of the Department. 

In view of the exceptionally favourable opportunity for 
profitably extending the poultry-keeping industry, especially 
in regard to the increased production of eggs, the Department 
made arrangements with the various county committees for the 
holding of lectures on the subject by the poultry instructors 
during the winter season, in accordance with a special syllabus 
issued in this connection. As a result, the instructors delivered 
a total of 914' lectures, at which there was an average attendance 
of 44 persons.

An egg-laying eompetition on lines similar 
EGG-LAYING to the Competitions conducted in previous 
COMPETITION years was held during the year 1915-16 
■ at the Munster Institute, Cork. There 
were 49 pens entered for the competition. 

A detailed report on the result of the competition was pub- 
lished in the issue of the Department’s Journal for October, 
1916 (Vol. XVII. p. 88). 

The special experiment in county Tyrone, which provided 
for the distribution of pure-bred chickens from one to five days’ 
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old, was continued during the year 1915-16, and one hundred 
and fifty dozen chicks were sold during the season. 

With the exception of four counties all the committees carried 
out this scheme during 1915-16. The 

BUTTEE- MAKING, exceptions were Armagh, Dublin, Fer- 
managh, and Limerick, which did not 
allocate funds for the purpose. Thirty-nine instructors were 
employed in connection with the scheme, of whom twenty- 
» eight gave instruction in poultry-keeping also. 

The scheme was conducted on the same lines as in previous 
years, and the duties of the instructors were confined mainly 
to holding practical claisses in butter-making and visiting 
dairies and giving demonstrations in home butter-making.

Visit of Instructors in Dairying to Creameries. 

During the year ended 30th September, 1916, 218 creameries 
and 286 separating stations were visited 
IMPEOVEMENT IN by the instructors in dairying. The total 
THE MANAGEMENT number of visits made was 1,811, of which 
OE CKEAMEEIES. 1,070 Were made to creameries and 741 
to separating stations. Financial strin- 
gency made it necessary to reduce the number of instructors 
frona eight to six, whilst, at the same time, the number of crea- 
meries and separating stations on the list for visits increased 
by sixty-eight. It is not possible in present circumstances to 
carry out that systematic visiting which is necessary in order 
to obtain the best results,-

Examination for Creamery Certificates. 

An examination for the award of certificates in technical 
subjects as applied to the management of creameries was held at 
the Royal College of Science. Nine candidates presented them- 
selves and four obtained certificates. 

The “ Creamery Manager’s Certificate ” was awarded to 
two managers. 


Training of Dairymaids in Creamery Work. 

Eight pupils from the Ulster Dairy School and eight from 
the Munster Institute were offered training in the practical 
work of butter-making at creameries under the supervision of 
the Department’s instructors in dairying. Fourteen of the 
selected pupils accepted the offer. Thirteen pupils completed 
their course during the year. One left the creamery to which 
she was assigned before her period of training had been ccm- 
pleted. 

A. short course of instruction for butter-makers employed in 
creameries was conducted at Collooney by the instructor in 
dairying for the district. Ten butter-makers attended the 
course. 

A series of lectures to engine hands and other assistants in 
creameries was organised by. the Irish Creamery Assistants’ 
Association. The lectures were delivered at Thurles by the 
Department’s instructor for the district. 
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Cheesemaking. 

This industry continues to develop. At the close of the 
year under review there were twenty factories making cheese, 
an increase of five over the previous year. The output of 
cheese has been doubled within two years. The chief varieties 
made are Caerphilly and Cheddar, with a smaller quantity of 
Derby cheese. 

Four new factories were arranging to begin .cheesemaking 
in 1916-17. 

During the year experiments in the use of pepsin in place 
of rennet for coagulating milk for cheesemaking were made, 
with satisfactory results. Successful experiments in the manu- 
facture of cheese from pasteurised milk were also carried out. 

Nine girls are being trained in cheese factories under the 
supervision of the Department’s instructor. Of seventeen 
girls already trained, sixteen are at present employed in cheese- 
making. 

The industry has afforded a very profitable outlet for whole 
milk in districts where calves are not reared. 


Forty-one instructors were employed under this scheme ; 

of these thirty-six were qualified to give 

HOETicuLTUEE instruction in both horticulture and bee- 
AND keeping, two in horticulture alone, and 

BEE-KEEPING. three in bee-keeping alone. Two county 
committees each employed separate in- 
structors for horticulture and for bee-keeping, while in one 
county an additional instructor for bee-keeping only was 
appointed. 

Under this scheme the services of the insti’uctors were mainly 
devoted to visiting and giving instruction at cottage plots, 
arranging demonstrations, where practicable, and supervising 
demonstration plots. 

In 1915-16 a total of 41,501 visits and demonstrations were 
carried out, and 175 lectures, with an average attendance of 
31 persons, were delivered. 298 general demonstration plots 
and 818 vegetable demonstration plots were established during 
the year. 

The scheme was continued on the lines laid down in 1913-14.

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as fixed by the county committee, was £2, save in Dublin,, 
where it was fixed at £3, and in Meath, where the fees were £ 3 "^ 
for thoroughbred sires and £2 for others. 

Special Grant . — ^The grant of £10,000 referred to in previous 
Reports was again placed at the disposal of the Department. 

Of this amount, however, a sum of £8,500 was provided by 
the Treasury and was applied to 
(a) purchase of stallions, 

(h) nomination of mares. 

The balance, viz., £1,500, was provided from the Development 
Fund for the purpose of meeting liabilities to which the Depart- 
ment are committed in connection with the Irish Draught Horse 
Scheme. 

(а) During the past year the Department purchased sixteen 
stallions at a total cost of £3,022, of which twelve were disposed 
of to farmers under the Department’s scheme of loans. 

(б) The Department distributed the sum of £6,000 for pro- 
viding additional nominations under the general horse-breeding 
scheme between the thirty -three county committees. 

In addition to the foregoing grant, the county committees, 
had available a sum of £6,818 allocated from Rate and the 
Department’s Endowment Fund, and thus the committees 
were in a position to award a total of 6,291 nominations. With 
the exceptions mentioned above in the case of counties Dublin, 
and Meath, the value of the nomination was fixed at £2. The 
total amount available for this purpose was £12,818. 

The Irish Draught Horse Scheme was discontinued in 1916 
in so far as the provision of free service of mares was Concerned- 
Certain commitments under the scheme had, however, to be 
provided for, and in this connection an inspection was made 
during. the spring months of 73 two-year-old colts and 76 two- 
year-old fillies bred under the scheme. Of these, 3 colts have so 
far been selected and purchased as likely to become suitable 
for registration as Irish Draught sires, and 18 fillies were selected 
as being of the standard and type required. In addition, 13 
other fillies provisionally selected in 1915 were re-inspected in 
1916, and of these 11 were finally approved. A sum of £180- 
was awarded in respect of 9 premiums, value £20 each, for 
fillies, selected in 1914 and 1915, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the original scheme. 

This scheme was again adopted by every county committee 
in 1916, and was continued on the same 
CATTLE-BREEDING, lines as the 1914 scheme, a copy of which 
'will be found at page [60] of the Appendices 
to the Fourteenth Annual General Report.

The thirty-three county committees set aside funds for the 
award in the agp-egate of 965 premiums for 1916. 

At local exhibitions held at 452 centres 513 bulls which had 
held premiums in 1915 were passed as suitable for further 
premiums, and of these 485 were awarded premiums fof 1916 
by county committees. This left 480 premiums available for 
new applicants, but only 372 were taken up provisionally. The 
total number of premiums awarded was therefore 857 or 89 
per cent, of the total for which provision had been made.

In 1915 the number of such special premiums actually paid 
for was 188, and the number of bulls sold at reduced prices 
was 35. 


The total number of bulls standing in the country during 
1916 under the general cattle-breeding scheme was 1,174, viz., 
317 placed by the Department under the special arrangements 
for congested counties and 857 in connection with county 
schemes. 


At the two inspections held during the year 1915-16, 233 cows 
were found suitable as regards general 
hegistration of appearance, for the purposes of the scheme, 
DAIRY CATTLE, and Were entered on the list of animals 
provisionally selected for registration. Of 
these cows 166 were pure-bred shorthorns. Up to the 30th 
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September, 1916, a total of 2,662 cows had been entered in the 
register as having satisfied the Department’s requirements in 
•general appearance and in the quantity and quality of their 
milk yield. 


Bull calves the produce of registered cows, are eligible for 
provisional selection for premiums imder the cattle breeding 
scheme. Of 95 such bulls inspected during the year, 57 were 
selected and entered in the Register of Dairy Bulls. There 
are now 359 dairy bulls,! including 141 pure-bred Shorthorns, 
in the register. 


In connection with their scheme for encouraging improvement 
in dairy cattle, the Department have, since 
COW-TESTING 1906, encouraged the formation of coW’^ 
ASSOCIATIONS, testing associations, the members of which 
keep systematic records of the quantity and 
•quality of the milk yielded by their cows, and, by discarding 
the poor milkers and mating the more profitable animals with 
•bulls of a milking strain, endeavour to increase the milHu g 
capacity of their cows. Two instructors are employed to bring 
the obj ects and advantages of these associations before meetings 
of farmers, and to visit associations when formed and inspect 
the records kept under the scheme. 


The number of associations (comprising at least 100 cows 
each) on the 30th September, 1916, was 37, distributed as 
follows : — 19 in county Cork, 5 in county Limerick, 3 in county 
Tyrone, 2 each in counties Fermanagh and Kerry, 1 each in 
counties Antrim, Donegal, Londonderry, Tipperary, Waterford 
and Wicklow. 


Cows whose milk yields are shown by reliable records of 
associations to have reached the minimum standards of quality 
and quantity prescribed by the scheme are inspected with a 
view to entry in the Department’s Register of Dairy Cattle. 
Of the animals so inspected during the period under review, 
268 were passed foy registration. 


The scheme for encouraging improvements in the breeds of 
swine for 1916 was adopted by every county 
SWINE-BREEDING, committee, and was carried out on the same 
lines as in 1914, the scheme for which will 
be found at page [65] of the Appendices to the F ourteenth Annual 
■General Report.

Under this scheme, in 1916, three counties, viz. : — ^Antrim, 
Armagh, and Tyrone, made arrangements 
SHEEP-BREEBING. for the loc^tioii of black-faced rams in 
mountain districts. The number of animals 
placed in each county was nine, six, and six, respectively. 

The practice of selling at reduced prices a limited number 
of black-faced rams to residents in the congested counties was 
continued, and 121 rams were so sold during the past season. 
The number of such rams sold under this arrangement in the 
five years, 1912 — 1916, inclusive, was 568. 
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Particulars of the measures taken to improve the breeds 
of hens, ducks, geese and turkeys are 
POULTRY- included in the remarks on the operation 
BREEDING. of the scheme of instruction in poultry- 
keeping which is dealt with at pages 27 
to 30 of this Report. 


(c) Experiments and Investigations. 


Particulars of the scheme of field experiments in respect of 
the year under review appear at pages 136 to 
EIELD 146 of the issue of the Department’s Journal 

EXPERIMENTS for October, 1913 (Vol. XVI., No. 1.) The 
AND scheme differed mainly from that in operation 
demonstrations, in 1914-15 in so much that the series of manur- 
ial experiments begun in 1908 wasterminated. 

The experiments are conducted throughout the country by 
the county itinerant instructors in agricultm-e who, in order 
that absolute reliance may be placed on the results obtained, 
arrange to carry out only so many experiments as they can 
efSciently supervise. 

The schemes of experiments are revised from time to time, 
new experiments being introduced, and those which have 
served their purpose being discontinued. 

In addition to the experiments referred to above, a special 
series of experiments with mineral phosphatic manures on 
the different farm crops was commenced hi the year 1915-16. 

Particulars of the results of each year’s experiments are to 
be found in the Department’s Journal and are also issued by 
the Department in leaflet form. 


As usual, a considerable number of unofficial experiments, 
of particular local interest, were undertaken by instructors 
during the year. The results of these experiments usually appear 
in the reports which are issued each year by the different county 
committees of agriculture.

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The decrease in the number of experiments carried out in the- 
year 1913-16, as compared with the year 1914-15, was attribut- 
able to the increased demand made upon the funds set aside 
for the purpose by the higher prices of seeds and artificial 
manures, particulaidy those manures containmg potash. 

The number of demonstration plots established was 2,206, 
as compared with 2,532 in 1914-15. The object of these demons- 
trations is to illustrate to the farmers of the locality the proper 
seeding, manuring, and cultivation of land, as based on the 
results given by previous experimental work. 

Manurial experiments (fourth series, third year) were'carried 
out at Magherafelt in 1915, at ten centres,. 

FLAX. at each of which reliable results were 

obtained. Liming trials and experiments 
to test the effect of different rates of seeding were again repeated 
at four centres. Comparative tests were also made at ten 
centres with the following varieties of flax seed : — ^Argentine, 
Canadian, Dutch Child, Canadian common, Dutch, English, 
French, Japanese, Michigan Eiga Child, Minnesota No. 25, 
Pernau Crown and Riga. The results of these experiments were 
published in Vol. XVI., No. 2, and Vol. XVII., No. 1, of the 
Department’s Journal, and will also be issued in leaflet form. 

The flax experiments in 1916 were limited to variety trials, 
and the produce of these will be scutched in the 1916-17 season. 

In view of anticipated difficulties in procuring supplies of 
imported flax seed, the Department in July, 1913, again advised 
flax growers to save flax seed for their sowing requirements in 
the following spring, but only a very limited number of growers 
acted on this advice. On representations from the Depart- 
ment facilities were obtained through the intervention of the 
Foreign Office for the export of seed from Holland and Russia. 
Some seed was also obtained from Canada and France, and a 
sufficient supply was imported in time to meet fully the require- 
ments of growers in 1916. 

Owing to the unprecedented situation created by the war, 
which resulted in a great advance in the price of flax, the area 
under this crop increased from 53,143 acres in 1915, to 91,454 
acres in 1916. 

Thirteen flax instructors were employed during the year, 
and instruction was afforded in the following districts : — 
Armagh and Forkhill (county Armagh), CootehiU (county 
Cavan), Clonakilty, Ballinhassig, and Dunmanway (county 
Cork), Letterkenny (county Donegal), Kilkeel, Newry, and 
Rathfriland (county Down), Killorglin (county Kerry), 
Garvagh, Londonderry, and Magherafelt (county London- 
derry), Killala (county Mayo), Castleblayney (county Mon- 
aghan), and Omagh (county Tyrone). Four temporary in- 
structors were also employed during part of the year in 
outlying flax-growing districts in counties Cork, Donegal, 
Sligo, and '\Vicklow. 
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The duties of the flax instructors include (1) visiting flax- 
growers and advising them personally in all matters relating 
to the cultivation and handling of the crop, and to the sale of 
the flax when scutched ; (2) advising mill-owners and super- 
vising the work done in scutch-mills ; (3) encouraging the exten- 
sion of flax cultivation in districts suitable for the purpose • 
(4) conducting experiments and demonstrations with manm-es 
and different kmds of flax seed ; (5) encouraging the system 
of selling flax in markets held in districts in which the practice 
has hitherto been to sell it at the scutch mills. 

Grants in payment of wages of approved foremen who 
trained local workers were made to two mill-owners in county 
Mayo, and one in county Wicklow. 

Under the Department’s scheme for the improvement of the 
flax-growing industry (see page 74 of the Appendices to the 
Fourteenth Annual General Report), prizes were offered by 
the County Agricultural Committees of Cork and Armagh for 
competitions during 1916. In Cork 137 entries were received 
for prizes amounting to £48, and in Armagh there were 200 
entries for prizes amounting to £48 15^. 


All the tobacco produced during the years 1904-1913 has 
now been disposed of, and the Department 
TOBACCO. anticipate it will soon be possible to com- 
plete the final report on the experiments 
carried out during this period. 

The first crop produced under the Rehandling scheme, which 
was inaugurated in the season of 1914, had been practically all 
sold, but up to the close of the year no reports thereon had 
been received from the manufacturers who purchased it. About 
three-fourths of the 1915 crop had been marketed and the price 
received by the rehandlers averaged 7d. per lb. The prices 
for pipe tobacco varied from 4jd. per lb. to 84d. per lb No 
cigarette varieties had been sold.

The grownng season of 1916, though marked by abundant 
rainfall, was more normal than the seasons of 1914 and 1915. 
Cold, cloudy weather during March, April, and May, retarded 
the growth of seedlings in many cases. Planting operations 
were favoured by showery weather during the last week of May 
and the first half of June. During this period the low tem- 
peratures of soil and air had a retarding effect on the growth 
of earlier plantings from which they never fully recovered. 
The weather during July, August and September, though rainy, 
was quite favourable to growth, and the tobacco plantations 
made surprising progress. The rainfall at the end of August 
and beginning of September delayed ripening and encouraged 
the fungoid diseases known as leaf spot and white speck. The 
month following was rather favourable for ripening and har- 
vesting. During the curing season the weather was very 
damp but comparatively warm. The tobacco crop suffered no 
damage from frost and very little from wind. The quality of 
the tobacco crop in 1916 should be better than that of the 
two previous crops, but the yield will probably be below normal 
for tire reasons that much of the tobacco matured imperfectly 
in the field, and considerable losses were caused by root rot.

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The Maglierow— county Sligo— Potato Growers’ Co- 

operative Society sold about 40 tons of 

MAKKETING of Ninetyfolds and about 48 tons of Epicures 

EAELY POTATOES, during the first three weeks of July. The 
potatoes were delivered to the buyer at 
Sligo in packages supplied by him. Prices were satisfactory. 

The Gortroe Co-operative Agricultural Society, county Cork, 
sold about 39 tons of Epicures and about 41 tons of British 
Queens. These potatoes were mostly forwarded in the Society’s 
packages for sale in Glasgow and Liverpool, and realised good 
prices. 

About 105 tons of early potatoes were sold by growers in 
Dungarvan district, mostly to local buyers. 

In the Rush, county Dublin, district, the yield of first and 
second early potatoes was probably about two-thirds of that 
of 1916, but prices were much better than in that year. 
About two-thirds of the crop hr this district would consist of 
second-early varieties. 

Digging commenced in the earliest districts about June 9th 
and was continued well into July. 

The apple crop was bad all over Ireland, but especially so in 
the North. Generally speaking, apples 
MARKETING Were below average size and much below 

« OF FRUIT. average quality. The demand was excep- 
tionally good and high prices were obtain- 
able. 

The damson crop was very bad and prices were exceptionally 
high. 

There was a good demand for currants, gooseberries and 
raspberries at good prices. 

The demand for bilberries was quite exceptional, the value 
of this fruit on English markets being about double that of 
normal years. The Department had advised exporters early in 
the year that the demand for bilberries would probably be very 
good, but many dealers in this fruit failed to provide them- 
selves with chip baskets in advance, and thus were unable to 
supply. There are several districts in which bilberries grow in 
quantities from which they might be exported with advantage. 
High prices for this fruit are likely to continue during the 
period of the war. 

There was a good demand for blackberries ; the supply was 
far short of the demand. Good fruit was readily sold at about 
£14 per ton free on rail in the sellers’ packages. Pickers of 
blackberries were paid from a shilling to fourteenpenceper 14 lb. 
When the crop is plentiful a good picker can gather from 28 lb. to 
35 lb. per day. 

Many exporters of bilberries and blackberries are still very 
careless in regard to grading and to the use of proper packages. 
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The exceptionally high prices which prevailed for eggs in 
Great Britain throughout the past year, 
MARKETING OE due to the restricted importations from 
EGGS. the Continent, afforded favourable oppor- 

tunities to Irish exporters for introducing 
Irish eggs in those parts of Great Britain which have very largely 
depended on continental eggs for some years prior to 1915. 
Irish exporters who endeavoured to extend their trade to such 
districts have met with but a moderate amount of success. 
Complaints on the part of buyers as to breakages and pilferage 
have been very serious, and the English railway companies have 
vei'y generally declined co pay claims made in respect of losses 
alleged to be due to these causes ; with the result that in many 
instances buyers have declined to take further supplies of 
Irish eggs. It is admitted that the methods of packing eggs 
adopted by many Irish exporters are far from satisfactory 
largely owing to the use of cases the internal dimensions of 
which are too small or the boards of which are too light, but 
there are many egg exporters whose methods of packing leave 
little to be desired, and whose eggs should be delivered without 
appreciable loss from breakage, if the cases are handled with 
care. It is certain that egg cases are often very roughly handled 
by carrying companies, and there is very good reason for 
believing that this evil has increased during the past two years, 
owing to causes due to the war. , 

Irish exporters of eggs largely use seven distinct tj'pes of 
egg cases, all differing considerably in size and construction. 
These might, by common consent, be reduced to four patterns, 
three of whi,oh would be similar in width, and vary only in 
length and depth, the lengths being so standardized that two 
or three of the smaller cases would occupy the same space as one 
large case, all such cases to be of standard strength as to thick- 
ness of boards. If the egg exporters would agree to such a 
standardization of cases, it would probably conduce greatly 
to better handling during transit. 

There is still much complaint as to the export of stale eggs, 
but it is satisfactory to note that many exporters have at last 
realized that eggs should be tested by a “ light test,” as recom- 
mended by the Department, and have provided suitable 
appliances for testing eggs by electric or oil light. The Depart- 
ment’s inspectors and instructors have given special attention 
to this matter during the past year with fairly satisfactory 
results, and it is confidently hoped that in a short time many 
of the leading exporters of eggs will adopt the system of testing 
eggs recommended by the Department. In May, 1916, an 
investigation was commenced for the purpose of ascertaining 
what particular characteristics, readily ascertainable by 
examining eggs by artificial light, may be relied upon by 
exporters as affording accurate evidence as to the condition of 
eggs. These investigations, which are being continued, have 
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yielded highly interesting results, which, it is believed will 
enable the Department to issue instructions according to which 
hen eggs may be graded for commercial purposes, economi^X 
and efficiently in such a manner as to avoid all risk of paS 
stale eggs in future. paeitmg

The number of samples of seeds tested shows an increase 
of almost two thousand as compared with the number 
tested in 1915. There was an increase of 968 in the number 
of samples submitted by farmers, and an increase of 345 in the 
number sub initted by merchants. In the period elapsed since the 
outbreak of the war in 1914, the work of the Seed-Testing Station 
has just doubled. 

The experiments on the germination of “ hard ” seeds of 
■clovers were continued, as were' also those dealing with the 
rate of loss of germination of various kinds of seeds on keeping 
■over a period of years. A special test was made with rye, which 
showed that the loss of vitality of good seeds of this cereal is 
■considerably more rapid, even in so short a period as twelve 
months, than is the case with good seeds of wheat, oats and 
■barley. 

gci’Hiination tests with naked and covered seeds of 
Timothy started during the previous year were contmued 
and extended. The results show that, provided the sample is 
resh and the germination is good, the naked seeds germinate 
■only slightly less vigorously than the covered seeds. In old 
samples, however, where the germination is poor the discrepancy 
between the germination of the covered and the naked seeds 
IS considerably greater. This suggests that the rate of loss of 
■vitality by the naked seeds is more rapid than by the covered 
seeds. 
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Furthej- tests were carried out on the concordance which 
may reasonably be expected to occur between the results of 
successive tests of samples of grass seeds drawn from the same 
bulk. The results show that the methods of testing grass seeds, 
in vogue at the Department’s Seed-Testing Station are such aa- 
to ensure very satisfactory concordance, both in the case of 
high and low bushel weight seeds. 

Further tests were also carried out with various kinds of 
grass seeds in order to ascertain what percentage of actually 
empty seeds are as a rule present in normal samples of such 
seeds. The results show that the average percentage of really 
empty seeds (determined by actual dissection at the conclusion 
of the germination test) is considerably lower than might be- 
anticipated. 

Experiments were carried out with Cocksfoot seeds, which 
confirmed the methods of testing in use at the Department’s. 
Seed-Testing Station in the matter of the best temperatures, 
at which the germination tests should he conducted. Similar 
tests giving similar results were made with mangel seeds. 

Tests were made to see whether there was any co-relation 
between the colours of clover seeds and their capacity for- 
germination. It was found, in the case of white clover, that 
provided the seeds in the sample under examination were all 
of the same age the germination of the seeds of various shades, 
of colour was approximately uniform, save in the case of the 
very dark and often shrivelled seeds, the germination of which 
was as a rule poor and irregular. 

Experiments were carried out which show that naphthalene 
may be placed with certain seeds at least (Swede, Red Clover, 
and Perennial Ryegrass) without having any deleterious effect 
on the germination of the seed during a period of twelve months. 
The result is likely to be of considerable practical importance 
in connection with the preservation of seeds from the ravages, 
of weevils, etc., durmg storage. 

A short course of instruction was provided for one of the 
assistants of a firm of wholesale seed merchants in London- 
derry. 

A number of tmdetermined weed seeds met with in samples- 
sent for testing were germinated, and the resulting plants 
grown and identified. 

(6) Plant Diseases . — Small trials of certain varieties of potatoes- 
resistant to the “ blight ” were continued for a further season 
at Clifden. 

The investigations on the “ dry-rot ” of the potato were- 
continued and extended. They have now been brought to a 
conclusion, and it is hoped to publish the results in a short time, 

A somewhat lengthy series of experiments was carried out 
to decide definitely whether the fungus Hypochnus solani is 
capable of causing a rot of the potato tuber or not. The results- 
showed that it was not capable of doing this. 
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A new disease of the tomato of considerable economic im- 
portance to growers was studied and the causative organism— 
a fungus belonging to the genus P%iopMom -discovered 
Successful infection experiments have proved its parasitic 
nature, and the work is still in progress. 

A disease of raspberries, new at least to Ireland, was also 
encountered, and its investigation is being pursued 

A start was made in the study of certain diseases of the flax 
crop. The cause of one type of the trouble called “ yellowing ” 
has been discovered to be a parasitic fungus of the genus Col- 
letotrichum. Observations have also been made on the trouble 
known as “browning,” which appears late in the season. A 
fungus has been isolated m connection with this disease which 
it is expected will be found to be its cause under certain condi- 
tions. Further work on this disease will be done next season. 

The experirnents conducted during previous seasons in 
connection with the failure of oats to grow on certain classes 
of soil in Ireland were continued. Promising results as to 
treatment of such land with small quantities of sulphate of 
manganese were obtained. 

A certa,in amount of time was devoted to the microscopical 
exammation of diseased tobacco plants in connection with 
experhnents devised, in consultation with the Head of the 
Division, by the Department’s tobacco-growing expert. These 
experiments have for their object the discovery of a method 
by which tobacco plants free from the very prevalent and 
injurious root-rot disease can be raised. 

Two papers were published during the year, one being the 
seventh report on Potato Disease Investigations, and the other 
an account of the Verticillium disease of the Potato. 

Plant-breeding Division. 

Owing to the continuance of the war, and the absence of the 
Head of the Division on military service, the work of this 
Division has been somewhat restricted. With one exception, 
that of wheat, the Large Scale Quantitative experiments to 
compare yields of different varieties, hitherto carried out 
annually at various centres in Ireland, have been discontinued. 
Efforts have been confined to increasing pure seed of the varieties 
aheady in cultivation and to propagating existing hybrids 
and comparing those which are fixed and seem hopeful with 
their parents by means of small comparative plots in the cages 
at Glasnevin and Ballinaourra. 

Owing to increased demands for a good spring wheat, the 
comparatively low yield of Red Fife, which has been recom- 
mended by the Department hitherto as the best wheat for 
Spring sowing, has led to some unfavourable criticism. With a 
view 1:0 obtaining further information as to other Spring wheats. 
Red Fife has been grown this year in competition with April 
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Red and Red Marvel in plots oi one statute acre eacli at three 
centres in the counties of Cork, Tipperary and Louth. The 
results of the threshings are uot yet known. 

As regards the propagation of pure cereals, originally raised 
from a single ear, the following areas have been grown under 
the supervision of the Department, and dealt with at the Cereal 
Station, Ballinacurra, co. Cork, where the produce has been 
threshed, screened and stored, and is available for seed in 1917.

The Cage at Glasnevin has been mainly used for the propaga- 
tion of hybrids of barley and oats, to obtain fixity, but two series 
of quantitative plots of barley have also been grown there. One 
to compare hybrids with standard varieties, and the other to 
continue the comparison of yields from seed harvested ripe and 
unripe. 

The determinations of the various tests in the cages are as yet 
incomplete. 

Ill addition to the work with cereals there have been some 
cultivations of flax hybrids in the Cage at Ballinacurra, also 
of two selections of flax in the open which had been propagated 
from single plants chosen for long fibre. The seed of these 
selections has been saved, and they will be grown on in 1917.

Experiments were conducted with a view to the employment 
of “ salt cake ” as a solvent for mineral phosphates. 

Mills in which oil is extracted from maize were visited, and 
the different processes investigated, samples of the meal being 
taken at the various stages and analysed. 

Special attention was paid to the analyses of peat soil in 
connection with the investigation for the reclaiming of peat 
land. 

The Division has been closely associated with the experimental 
work of the Department as regards fertilisers, feeding stuffs 
and problems relating to live stock. 


Veterinary Division. 

The work of this Division has been continued on the same 
lines as in previous years. 

Research into the causation, prevention and treatment of 
obscure diseases among domestic animals has proceeded, and 
gratifying results have been obtained. 

The diseases which have chiefly occupied attention are : — 

(1) Braxy in sheep. 

(2) Louping-in in sheep. 

(3) Pyoemia in lambs. 

(4i) Contagious abortion in cattle. 

(5) Tuberculosis in cattle. 

(6) Diseases of poultry. 

A great deal of advisory work has been done, and to an 
increasing extent stockowners have availed themselves of the 
opportunity of obtaining information on subjects which were 
of importance to them in connection with matters of a veterinary 
nature. 
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Vaccines have been made and improved by the Bivision 
•and applied, under supervision, with success. 

The preparation and revision of leaflets giving advice on 
matters of Veterinary Hygiene were continued. 

Lectures and demonstrations as in former years were much 
sought for and gladly availed of in widely-separated districts. 


(d) Laws Relating to Agricultuse. 

The following is a summary of the work of the Agricultural 
Branch during the year in connection with certain Acts of Parlia- 
ment dealing with the sale of fertilisers, feeding-stuffs, agricul- 
tural seeds, and with plant and bee diseases. 

(1) Fertilisers and Feeding-stujfs. 

Special attention was directed to the question of supplies 
.and prices of the principal artificial fertilisers required for 
agricultural purposes. Farmers were advised through the 
medium of the Agricultural Instructors, and of notices issued 
by the Department as to the best means of coping with the 
difficulties in this respect created by the war. An-angements 
were made with the Irish manure manufacturers for supplying 
a mixture of two parts 35 per cent, superphosphate and one 
part Tunisian or Algerian mineral phosphate, to meet as far as 
possible the shortage in 35 per cent, superphosphate. 

Supervision over the quality of the artificial fertilisers and 
feeding-stuffs sold throughout the country was maintained as 
usual by the Agricultural Instructors as part of their ordiaaiy 
duties, and by an officer of the Department specially detailed 
for this work. The total number of samples submitted during 
the year was 491, consistmg of 189 samples of fertilisers and 
302 of feeding stuffs. Of these, 107 fertilisers and 184 feeding- 
stuffs were tested by the Department’s Chemical Division. On 
the whole the quality of fertilisers and feedmg-stuffs sold in 
Ireland continues to be satisfactory. 

The Department, however, were obliged to institute prosecu- 
tions under the Act against two firms in Londonderry for 
describing as linseed cake meal on their invoices an article 
consisting of linseed cake meal adulterated with rice meal, 
pahn nut cake meal and cotton cake meal. One of the defendants 
pleaded guilty, and fines amounting to £3 with £3 costs were 
imposed. In the other case the defendant’s solicitor argued that 
prosecutions under the Act might be instituted by the local 
authorities or other bodies authorised by the Department, 
but that it was not competent for the Department themselves 
to prosecute. In the circumstances the Magistrates dismissed 
the prosecution, but at the instance of the Department, stated 
a case for submission to the High Courts. The King’s Bench 
Division delivered a unanunous Judgment to the effect that the 
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Department are empowered to institute such prosecutions 
themselves. When the case came on for re-hearing before the 
Magistrates the defendant was convicted and fined £5 with 
£1 cost on one of the summonses. The other summons was 
dismissed as, in view of a conflict of evidence, the Magistrates 
were not satisfied that samples were taken in accordance with 
the Regulations under the Act. 

Several conferences took place between the Department’s 
representatives and maize millers on the subject of the sale of 
Oh-extracted maize meals. Experiments to test the relative 
feeding values of whole ground maize and oil-extracted maize 
meals were commenced during the year. 

The annual memorandum giving the unit values of fertilisers 
was revised and issued at the usual time. 

(2) Noxious Weeds. 

The circumstances arising out of the war, which were referred 
to in last year’s report, again made it impossible to carry out, 
except to a very limited extent, inspections under Part I. of 
the Weeds and Agricultural Seeds (Ireland) Act, 1909, for the 
purpose of enforcing the destruction of noxious weeds. 

Inspections were, however, made as far as practicable, mainly 
through the instrumentality of the Department’s Agricultural 
Overseers, but some assistance was also rendered in this respect 
by County Instructors in Agriculture and one of the Depart- 
ment’s officers. Notices requiring the destruction of weeds 
were issued in 671 cases. Seventeen prosecutions were instituted 
for failure to comply with Notices. In one case the maximum 
fine of £5, which was reduced to £3 on the defendant givmg a 
satisfactory undertaking, was imposed. Convictions were 
obtained in all except two of these prosecutions. In one of these 
cases, steps are being taken to have the decision of the Magis- 
trates reviewed by the High Courts. 

(3) Agricultural Seeds. 

The Department decided to exercise their statutory power of 
publication in the case of certain traders on whose premises 
samples of inf erior agricultural seeds had been taken under Part 
II. of the Weeds and Agricultural Seeds (Ireland) Act, 1909, dur- , 
ing the season 1915. The^ publication was carried out by means 
of a printed list setting forth the names of the traders concerned 
and the results of the tests of the samples, and also by means 
of placards. Copies of the printed list were distributed to all 
the seed traders in Ireland early in 1916. The placards gave 
the results of the test and the name of the trader on whose 
premises the sample had been taken, and were displayed, at 
the time when, farmers are purchasing their seeds, in the towns 
where the trader carried on business and on the roads leadmg 
thereto. From reports received, the publication made seems 
S 
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to have been effective in drawing public attention to the sale 

of inferior seeds. 

In a number of cases, the placards issued by the Department 
were torn down or obliterated shortly after being put up. In 
four such cases, the Department were enabled with the assistance 
of the police to institute proceedings. Convictions were obtained 
in all these cases and fines imposed; A fifth case, which was not 
of a serious nature, was withdrawn in Court on the defendant 
making a suitable apology. 

Following on the publication made by the Department 
there appeared to be a tendency on the part of some traders 
to obstruct the Department’s officers at the opening of the 
sampling season by refusing to allow samples of their seeds 
to be taken unless duplicate samples were left with them. The 
Department, however, pointed out the Act did not require 
that duplicate samples should be given, and informed the 
traders who made this the ground of their refusing samples 
that their refusal would lead to prosecution. As a result, only 
one of the firms persisted in their refusal. Proceedings were 
taken against this firm and a conviction obtained. 

With the exception of the circumstances mentioned in the 
preceding paragraph, the sampling of seeds during the season 
1916 presented no unusual features. The total number of 
samples received amounted to 4,505 taken on the premises 
of 1,517 merchants. 1,599 of the samples taken were tested, 
and as a result 551 were found to be unsatisfactory. The 
wholesale and retail vendors concerned in the sale of the 
unsatisfactory samples have been communicated with by the 
Department, and the explanations received were under con- 
sideration at the close of the period with which this report 
deals. 

A case was reported to the Department during the year in 
which it appeared that certain small farmers in co. Galway 
had suffered loss owing to the failure of seeds purchased locally 
and sown by them in 1915. On making an investigation, the 
Department satisfied themselves that the farmers concerned 
had suffered a serious injustice. The farmers in question were 
in poor circumstances and typical of the class who are most 
easily victimised by having inferior seeds foisted on them. 
The Department considered that legal action in the cases, if 
successfully taken, would be of material assistance in helping 
to stop the sale of worthless seeds. In view of the special 
circumstances, they felt justified in rendering two of the 
farmers concerned the necessary legal assistance to enable 
them to prosecute their claims for damages for loss of crop 
against the vendor of the seeds who had refused to com- 
pensate them. A claim was iiiade in each case for £5 damages. 
The cases, however, were not fought in court, as a few days 
before the date fixed for the hearing, the merchant who sold the 
seeds agreed to pay the claims in full with costs. It is hoped 
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the action taken in these cases will have a beneficial effect in 
the district in which the parties resided. 

Destructive Insects and Pests Acts, 1877 and 1907. 

(а) American Gooseberry Mildew and Black Currant Mite 
(Ireland) Order, 1912. — ^Inspections for the purpose of this 
Order were made as usual by the County Instructors in Horti- 
culture. In addition, inspections in certain districts, mainly 
in County Armagh, were carried out by an officer of the Depart- 
ment. The number of cases of American Gooseberry Mildew 
reported was 561, and of Black Currant Mite 281. Notices 
requiring the destruction of infected bushes were served in all 
cases in which either or both of these pests were formd to exist. 

In one case, in which the Inspector was refused admission 
to a garden, it was necessary to institute a prosecution against 
the occupier. No prosecutions for failing to comply with Notices 
were necessary during this year. 

No licences for the importation of gooseberry or black currant 
bushes .were granted during the year. 

The principal markets at which gooseberries are sold Were ‘ 
visited by inspectors during the season, with the object of 
detecting and preventing the sale of diseased fruit. 

As usual, posters drawing the attention of growers to the 
necessity for examining bushes for diseases were displayed 
at the police stations throughout the country, and the assistance 
of the Press was also availed of in the matter. 

(б) Black Scab in Potatoes. — ^The annual field inspection of 
the two districts in co. Down in which disease exists was carried 
out in the autumn of 1915, with the result that outbreaks 
were discovered on 49 holdings, 38 of which are situated in the 
Kilkeel district and 11 in the Ai-ds. On 22 of these 49 holdings 
disease was found in previous years, although in different fields 
from those now infected. The growers were required to take 
the necessary precautions to prevent the spread of disease. 

The Black Scab in Potatoes (Special Area— Deland) Order, 
1915, which places restrictions on the growing and moving of 
potatoes in the districts referredfto was continued in operation 
during the year. It was found necessary to institute 20 prosecu- 
tions for contraventions of the Order. Convictions were obtained 
in all cases. 

(c) Regulations affecting the export of nursery stock and agn- 
cultural crops. — In order to meet the requirements of the 
United States Government, in regard to the exportation of 
nursery stock to that country, a general inspection of the 
nurseries from which nursery stock is e:^orted was carried out 
in the autumn of 1915, and 553 “ original ” and 879 copy 
certificates were issued on the result of this inspection. 
Certificates were also granted in respect of exports to other 
foreign countries. 
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No change has been made in the regulations of the United 
States Government in regard to the importation of potatoes 
into that, country from Ireland. Certificates were granted for 
the^ usual export trade in potatoes between this country and 
Malta and the Channel Islands. 

Bee Diseases. 

According to the reports received from the several county 
committees of agriculture, 383 cases of Foul Brood came under 
their notice during the past year and were suitably dealt with. 
In no instance, so far as the Department are aware, was it 
found necessary to have recourse to legal proceedings. 

For the period under review, 22 County Committees of Agri- 
culture allocated funds for the payment of compensation to 
beekeepers. The total amount awarded in compensation was 
£15 4s. 

The Department have no statutory powers to compel bee- 
keepers to carry out any measures for the prevention of the 
spread of Isle of Wight disease. The County Listructors in 
Beekeeping and the Department’s Expert, however, report any 
suspected cases of this disease that come under notice, and if 
the presence of Nosema Apis (the specific organism which 
causes Isle of Wight disease in bees) is established, instructions 
are issued for the prevention of the spread of the disease. The 
Department use every endeavour to induce beekeepers to 
destroy affected stocks and to disinfect hives, appliances, etc. 

During the past year 97 suspected cases of Isle of Wight 
disease were reported to the Department from 14 counties in ' 
Ireland. Suitable action was taken in each case, and the Depart- 
ment have reason to believe that the instructions issued by 
them were eomplied with in nearly every case. 

(e) Loans fOR Agricultural Purposes. 

The Department have not yet found it possible to put again 
into operation the full number of loan schemes which were in 
force in the summer of 1914. In view, however, of the urgent 
necessi-ty for encouraging food production, the scheme of loans 
for agricultural implements has been extended so as to cover, 
not only the purchase and installation of corn-grinding machin- 
ery, but where necessary the repair .and equipment of existing 
mills. Owing, however, to the fact that most, if not all, of the 
corn-grinding machinery is made in factories controlled by the 
Ministry of Munitions, unavoidable delays have taken place in 
the delivery of machines ordered by the Department. 

1. Credit Societies . — ^No new loans were issued to these 
societies. The process of recalling all loans in easy instalments 
was continued during the year, and has resulted practically in 
the complete repayment of aU sums outstanding, with the 
exception of £91, which has been written oft as irrecoverable. 
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On the 30th September, 1916, the sum still unpaid was £205, 
of which £200 was balance of a sum of £1,000 lent to a society 
which had been granted, at the time the loan was issued, special 
terms for repayment in annual instalments of £100 each.

5. Miscellaneous . — A loan of £256 for the equipment of a 
scutch mill was approved during the year but had not actually 
been paid over on the 30th September, 1916. 

(/) Foeestry. 

The cost of the forestry operations conducted by the Depart- 
ment is defrayed, partly out of the Department’s Endowment 
Fund, partly out of an Annual Parliamentary Grant of £6,000 
towards the purchase, maintenance and management of wooded 
areas on estates dealt with by the Estates Commissioners, and 
partly by means of advances from the Development Fund for 
the purchase and afforestation of certain areas approved by the 
Development Commissioners. 

Apprentices in Forestry . — ^The only forestry apprentices in 
training during 1915-16 were four first-year apprentices, ad- 
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mitted as a result of the entrance examination held in September, 
1915, and located at Dundrum Forestry Centre. The apprentice 
who completed his second year in 1914-15 obtained employment 
in the Forage Department of His Majesty’s Forces, and positions 
as temporary foremen at the Department’s Forestry Centres 
•were given to the two men who completed their first year’s course 
during that year. 

Endowment Areas: Avondale and Bally j ad. — The work of 
maintaining the plantations, necessary repairs to fences, etc.,: 
■was carried out, only a small staff being employed. Four acres 
of oak timber were sold at Ballyfad, so as to clear ground for the 
purpose of planting out trees in stock in the nursery. 

Vote and Development Areas. — ^During the year two new 
forestry centres were acquired under the Land Purchase Acts 
by means of the annual Parliamentary Vote of £6,000, viz. : — 
Gorteeshal Forestry Centre, near Ballyporeen, co. 
Tipperary, containing 393 acres 0 rds. 29 pers. ; 
and 

Clonabreany Forestry Centre, hear Oldcastle, co. Meath, 
containing 113 acres 1 rd. 23 pers. 

The total area of land which is being dealt with by the 
Department under their central scheme of afforestation has, 
accordingly, been increased to, approximately, 14,550 acres. 

Two hundred and seventeen and a-half acres were planted 
■on the Vote and Development areas during the year. Planting 
■operations are now in progress in BallyhoUr’a' and Slieve Bloom 
afforestation areas, but owing to the difficulty of obtaining 
labour and the high prices of materials, it has not been found 
practicable, up to the present, to proceed with the planting of 
the Glendalough-Aughrim area. 

A considerable quantity of timber, including some which 
was blown down by the severe storms in the winter 1915-16, 
was sold by public auction and private tender during the year, 
and good prices were realized. The saw-mills at Aghrane, county 
Galway, and Dundrum, county Tipperary, were engaged in the 
conversion of timber from the woods at these centres, and a 
keen local demand exists for the sawn timber. In addition to 
supplying local orders, the mill at Dundrum supplies sleepers 
and scantlings for war purposes to the Home-Grown Timber 
Committee of His Majesty’s Government. 

Visits of Department’s Forestry Eccpert, — During the year ten 
applications for visits from the Department’s Forestry Expert 
to advise regardmg the management of plantations in the hands 
of private owners, were received and dealt with. 

County Forestry Schemes. — The appended table gives particu- 
lars of the number of trees supplied since 1908-9 to holders in 
counties Kildare, Donegal and Mayo under the special shelter 
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belt schemes in operation in these counties. For purposes of 
economy, the operations of the scheme in County Mayo were 
suspended in 1915-16.

Under Clause 9 of the Department’s Scheme of Instruction m 
Horticulture, nearly 400,000 trees and shrubs for planting 
were supplied by County Committees of Agriculture to residents 
in their counties during the year. 

Schemes for the preservation of small woodlands are at 
present in operation in comities Kildare, Westmeath and 
Limerick. The area of woodlands acquired to date by the

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2.— TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION. 

This section of the Report covers the academic year, 1st 
August, 1915, to 31st July, 1916. 

Technical Schools and Classes. 
Notwithstanding the difficulties which technical schools have 
experienced as a result of the war, the 
TECHNICAL progress of technical instruction has not 
INSTEUCTION been seriously interfered with except in 
UNDER LOCAL regard to the weakening of the teaching 
AUTHOHITIES. staffs and some decrease in the number 
of students in attendance at the schools. 
Indeed, while the total number of students which, in the session 
amounted to 44,186, shows a decrease of 1,745 on that of the 
previous session, and while this number is distributed pretty 
evenly over town and country areas, some schools have actually 
recorded an increased attendance. The reduction is marked 
in the case of Belfast and, as might be expected, is principally 
on the part of male students— the reduction of female students 
amounts only to 157 for the whole country. The reduction in 
the ease of the province of Leinster was 6-4 per cent., in Munster 
54 per cent., and in Ulster 6-3 per cent. It is noteworthy 
that in Connacht there was a large increase of 824 students, 
or 22 ’3 per cent. This increase was mainly due to increased 
attendance at courses in Domestic Economy conducted by 
itinerant instructors in counties Galway and Mayo. 

The schemes of technical instruction are in operation in all 
the county areas, and in 87 of the 93 urban districts. The 
urban districts still lacking schemes are very small, viz. : — 
Beiturbet, Buncrana, Bundoran, Ready, Killiney and Bally- 
brack, and Tanderagee. It is scarcely to be expected that 
such small centres could at present run efficient schemes of 
technical instruction, though they might work in co-ordination 
with schemes in neighbouring districts. 

It is a noteworthy fact that this slight reduction in the 
number of students will not, so far as can be seen, be accom- 
panied by any reduction in the grant paid, though the latter 
is based upon capitation. The explanation is to be found in 
the more regular attendance of students and in the organ- 
ization of the classes which improves year by year. 

Attention has been drawn in previous reports to the bene- 
ficial effects of the introduction of the 
THE “ COURSE coursc system ; the grants payable in re- 
SYSTEM.” spect of organised courses of instruction 

have led to greater efforts tp frame courses 
of instruction based on local needs and extending over three 
or more years. The principal advantage of such courses is 
naturally experienced by the larger technical schools in which 
there is no dearth of students capable of benefiting by organ- 
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THE

courses But in smaller centres attempts are occasionally 
made to run courses of instruction where the numbers capable 
oi taking advantage of the courses are too few to permit of the 
Lccessful operation of the system. In such cases it would be 
better' that the greater freedom and dasticityaffoided by 
Section II. (6) of the regulations should be availed of. At the 
same time it is very much to be desired that many young 
artisans or pupils who have left school who at present do not 
attend a technical school should be caused to do so. The f^aet 
that many of them do not do so is to be attributed to their 
previous general education, which is not such as to enable 
them to profit by instruction in science or technology. This 
difficultv has been experienced for some yea,rs, and an attempt 
was made to meet it by estabhstog an 
Introductory Course in which, for one 
session, the pupils should receive instruc- 
tion in English and Mathematics, together 
with either Science, Drawing, Manual In- 
struction or (in the case of girls) Domestic Economy. This 
Introductory Course has been oi great value, but it does not 
whoUy solve the difficulty. First, because many candidates 
for entrance into technical schools have not reached such a 
standard of education as would justify placing them even in 
the Introductory Course, and, secondly, because it is not 
possible to make good, in evening, classes meeting from four to 
hours per week for a session of from thirty to forty weeks, 
the loss of two or three years regular school life._ The very best 
that can be done in such an evening course of instruction is to 
repair some of the more serious defects in 
their elementary education, to revivify 
impressions already made, and to stimu- 
late dorijiant ability. It should be added 
that every attempt is used to make the 
Introductory Course as attractive as may be to artisans and 
others attending them. An effort has been made through 
specially designed Summer courses of instruction for teachers 
of English and Mathematics in Introductory Courses, to secure 
that the teaching of these subjects should form a true pre- 
paration for the specialised courses in technology which are to 
follow, and to secure this the examples are, as far as possible, 
drawn from the domain of industry. 

While smaller schools can only run one introductory course, 
larger ones should seek to modify it so as 
MODIFICATIONS to suit the occupations of the students. 

OF Considerable success has been attained by 

INTRODUCTOEY the Technical Institute of Belfast in this 
COURSE. matter. This institution organises no fewer 
than fourteen distinct introductory courses 
— one for the Building Trades, five for Mechanical Engineering, 


DEFECTS OF

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one for Electrical Engineering, six for Commerce, and one 
course of a general character. All these, except the last, have 
been specially designed to suit the needs of the trades followed 
by the students attending them and with a view to the special- 
ised courses which are to follow. It is not unnatural that 
objection is often made by candidates to entering the intro- 
ductory course. They enter a technical school in order to 
learn something definitely applying to the trade they have to 
follow, and they can only with difficulty be got to defer such 
special training in order to acquire such a; knowledge of English 
and Mathematics without which no real teaching of technology 
is possible. 

These introductory courses are at the present time a ne- 
cessity, but are hardly a legitimate function of the technical 
school, and it is much to be desired that students seeking 
admission to a technical school should be equipped with a 
general elementary education such as would enable them to 
profit by elementary instruction in science and technology. 

In this connection attention is drawn to the establishment 
in the city of Belfast of a “ leaving 

A “ LEAVING certificate ” from the elementary schools. 
CERTIFICATE.” A Scheme has been framed by a Com- 
mittee of National Teachers working in 
conjunction with the Inspector of the Board of National Edu- 
cation. The standard adopted is equal to that of Standard VI. 
of the programme of the National Board and the Technical 
Institute accept this certificate as qualifying the holder for 
entrance to their specialised courses. The certificate is only 
issued as a result of an examination, and it is believed that it 
will not only stimulate more regular and prolonged attendance 
at the National School, but will constitute a useful link between 
the primary school on the one hand, and the technical school 
on the other. A similar scheme has now been formulated 
for the city of Dublin. 

Although the work of technical schools in Ireland has yielded 
very satisfactory results, it becomes in- 
INADEQUACY creasiiigly doubtful whether the pressing 
OF need for scientific and technical training 

EVENING CLASSES. Can be adequately met in any system 
of evening classes. Attendance at evenin g 
classes means that those attending them have been at 
work during the day. Not only are the hour's thus devoted to 
study very restricted, but the students are in many cases not 
in the best physieal condition for concentrated work. It is 
true that the students are eager to learn, and attend not be- 
cause they are compelled, but because they realise that the 
instruction is of use to them. But even this advantage cannot 
compensate for the disadvantages already referred to, and some 
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means must be found for securing day instruction. In this 
connection the closer co-operation of employers is essential. 
Employers in a few cases already allow their apprentices time 
off to attend a technical school in the day time, but this practice 
is by no means general. Indeed the advantages available for 
securing specialised instruction for apprentices are not properly 
recognised by employers. Under Section IV. of the Depart- 
ment’s Programme for Technical Schools facilities are given 
for the formation of special classes for 
APPRENTICE apprentices in the various trades, and it is. 

CLASSES. hoped that closer co-ordination between 
technical education committees and em- 
ployers will result in the formation of more apprentice classes 
held at suitable hours and at which the attendance of appren- 
tices will be required by employers. 

The formation of classes in First Aid to the Injured and 
Hygiene and Sick Nursing (vide p. 86, 

WAR SERVICES. Heport for 1914-15) has continued, and a 
very large number of persons thus trained 
have been enabled to render valuable service in connection with 
the wounded. 

In some centres classes in technological subjects have been 
formed for the training of disabled soldiers. In Tipperary the 
disabled soldiers at the Command Dep6t attend various classes 
organised by or in co-operation with, the Technical Instruction 
Committee, and a very useful scheme has been put into opera- 
tion. Aid was given also for the training of disabled soldiers 
to the Lord Roberts’ Memorial Workshops for disabled soldiers 
in Belfast. 

With a view to the encouragement of thrift the Department 
issued a pamphlet on “ Productive Thrift.” Considerable in- 
terest was manifested and useful campaigns were initiated in 
some centres among which Waterford was conspicuous. 

In the Royal College of Science, the Belfast Technical 
Institute, the Londonderry Technical School, and a few other 
places facilities were given for the manufacture of munitions 
of war, and much valuable work was done which, so far from 
interfering with the educational work in these institutions, may 
be said to have assisted it. 

Plans for the provision of suitable tech- 
SCHOOL nical school buildings, or the extension of 
BUILDINGS. existing ones were necessarily largely in 
abeyance. 

War conditions have adversely affected home industries 
such as lace-making, and many skilled lace- 
INDUSTRIES makers have been thrown out of employ- 

CLASSES. ment, though the outlook of the crochet 

industry is more hopeful than it was in 
1914-15. A stimulus has been given to shirt-making, and 
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small contracts for War Office supplies have been dealt with. 
Knitting industries have been fully employed, and in Dublin 
an industry for the manufacture of woollen gloves has been 
started under the auspices of the Central Committee on Women’s 
Employment. Several industries for the manufacture of dolls 
and other toys have been started in Dublin and Cork and aid 
granted by the Department for the training of workers. 

^ There has been an extension of the coloured-embroidery 
industry to new districts, and there is an excellent oppor- 
tunity for the further development of the industry which, in 
regard to the class of work, may be said to be a new one so 
far as Ireland is concerned. 

The training of teachers to give instruction in Rural Science 
and School Gardening has continued during 
HORTICULTURE the present year, but the difficulty of 
and school obtaining suitably qualified instructors has 
GARDENING. prevented the work being carried out in 
several counties. Rural Science (including 
School Gardening) now forms part of the course at two of the 
training colleges for National School Teachers, and the number 
of teachers qualified to give instruction is increasing corre- 
spondingly. 

Assistance has been given in connection with schemes of 
allotments in several towns. The opportunity has been taken 
of pointing out that classes in gardening may form part of the 
local schemes of Technical Instruction. The provision of such 
schemes of allotments has been of material assistance in adding 
to the food supply of the artisan classes. The classes of in- 
struction for allotment holders have also served to bring to the 
technical schools workers who have not yet been reached by 
other courses of instruction. 

The work of Schools of Art and Art Classes continues to 
he satisfactory. The general trend of 
SCHOOLS OP ART the work is happily in the direction of 
AND Art as applied to crafts, industries, and 

ART CLASSES. trades. The Art Examinations of the 

Department have had a useful effect in 
“this direction. It may be noted that some excellent craft 
work has been executed by past students of Irish Schools of 
Art for the Honan Memorial Chapel in Cork. 

These examinations were to have begun on the 1st May, but; 

owing to the disturbances in Dublin, and 
■TECHNICAL SCHOOL the restrictions which were subsequently 
EXAMINATIONS, placed upon the movements of the public 
in certain areas, the arrangements made 
Lad to be cancelled. The Department were, however, able to 
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make other arrangements for beginning the examinations 
upon the 22nd May, and were glad to find that the postpone- 
ment of the examinations did not seriously affect the attendance 
of candidates. About 1,800 students presented themselves for' 
examination at the 66 centres which were formed throughout 
the country. The number of exercises worked was 3,667 and 
the percentage of passes 60-9.

It is satisfactory to record that, as will be seen from the 
following table, the number of students 
SECONDAEY taking Science in Secondary Schools con- 
SCHOOLS. tinues to increase. The quality of the 
work done is very satisfactory and appears 
fully to justify the method which the Department has con- 
tinued to follow since the year 1901 for securing efficient class 
teaching. It is desirable to repeat what was said in the Annual 
Report for 1914-15 as to the importance of carefully prepared 
demonstrations. These no doubt involve considerable ex- 
penditure of time and trouble on the part of the teacher, but 
yield a valuable educational return. 

A further revision of the Syllabuses both for the Preliminary 
and the Special Courses is under consideration. The Depart- 
ment have always recognised the great advantages which 
accrue from allowing schools freedom to draw up their O'wn 
syllabuses in Science in order to meet the particular needs of 
the pupils attending them, and they have always been pre- 
' pared to accept such syllabuses when educationally sound. 
This privilege is, however, unfortunately rarely availed of 
owing to the necessity under which schools labour of presenting 
students for a uniform examination under the Intermediate 
Education Board. The Department have under consideration 
the introduction of a General Course in Experimental Science 
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in substitution of the option now given between the Special 
Courses for the Third and Fourth Years, and the publication 
of alternative Courses for («) schools of an agricultural type, 
and (b) schools of an industrial type which may be in a position 
to adopt them-or which may submit their own syllabuses 
directed to the same end, vi^.. the adaptaC oT ^e . -

The Summer Courses of Instruction for Teachers held in 
July and August, provided for instruction 
SUMMER COURSES, following subjects : — ^Water for in- 

1916. dustrial purposes, practical electrical testing 
nnd measurements, internal combustion engines and motor car 
mechanism, technology for teachers of introductory English 
and Mathematics in Technical Schools, commercial arithmetic 
and economic geography, applied 'mechanics, hygiene and 
sick nursing, experimental science (physics, chemistry, and 
physical and commercial geography), manual training (wood- 
work), life drawing and figure composition, lithography, letter- 
ing and process work, furniture design, ornamental leather 
work, drawing and modelling, advanced housewifery, advanced 
dressmaking, and rural science (including school gardening). 
The courses were conducted at the Royal College of Science, 
Dublin ; the Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin ; the Irish 
Training School of Domestic Economy, StiUorgan, co. Dublin ; 
the Municipal School Garden, Kingstown, and the Albert 
Agricultural College, Glasnevin. The courses were attended 
by 355 teacher-students, of whom 298 passed the examina- 
tions held at the close of the courses, or, where such examina- 
tions were not held, received a satisfactory report from the 
instructors in charge upon the progress made by them during 
the course. The instructors and assistant-instructors engaged 
numbered 50.

The Department have made provision by means of Scholar- 
ships for a supply of teachers of Commercial 
TRAINING OF Subjects who will be capable of giving 
TEACHERS instruction in some of the higher branches. 

OF COMMERCIAL Since 1904 thirty-eight such Scholarships 
SUBJECTS. have been awarded. Thirty-three scholars 
have completed a two years’ course of 
training, and one a three years’ course (his Scholarship having 
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been renewed exceptionally for a third year). These scholar- 
ships have all been held at the London School of Economics 
and Political Science (University of London). One scholar 
joined His Majesty’s Forces before takii\g up his Scholarship, 
and the Department have promised to hold over the Scholar- 
ship until the termination of the war. 

Thirty-two of those who have completed their trail irg have 
been engaged in teaching in the country under the Department’s 
schemes, but seven of these are now otherwise employed, whilst 
five have joined His Majesty’s Forces for the peiicd of the 
war. The holder of one of the Scholarships awarded in 1914 . 
attended the School of Economics for the session 1914-15, 
and was temporarily engaged in teaching during the session 
1915-16. He has now been permitted to continue teaching for 
the session 1916-17, and will resume his Scholarship next 
session. 

The demand for teachers of higher commercial subjects is 
now being met to some extent by the institution of courses 
leading to a degree in Commerce in the National University 
of Ireland and Queen’s University, Belfast. 

In order to provide for a supply of teachers capable of 
giving instruction in Manual Work in 

TBAININ6 OF wood the Department arranged special 
MANUAL courses of instruction extending over 

iNSTEUCTOKS. periods of from six to eight months and 
admitted thereto artisans (joiners, car- 
penters, patternmakers, and cabinetmakers) and others (such 
as architects’ and surveyors’ assistants). During the period 
of instruction a maintenance allowance of 30s. per week was. 
granted to each of the selected candidates. 

Five of these courses have been conducted, the last being 
held during the period September, 1913, to May, 1914. Ninety- 
three students in all have been admitted to these courses and 
eighty-eight passed satisfactorily the examinations held at 
their conclusion. 

The recently instituted course of training for teachers of 
Techncjjogy, conducted in the Royal College of Science for 
Ireland, provides for the training of prospective teachers of 
Manual Work, and the Department, moreover, conduct special 
examinations, from time to time, by means of which students 
who have received their training in Technical Schools working 
under the Department may secure recognition as teachers of 
Manual Work under the Department’s Programmes. 

In view of the facilities now available for the training of 
Manual Instructors it is not anticipated that the Department 
will find it necessary to arrange for further special courses of 
instruction such as those referred to above.

Provision is made under special regulations for the further , 
training of National School Teachers in 
TRAINING OF elementary experimental science, rural

TEACHEES. mestic economy, and drawing. Examina- 
tions are conducted by the Department at 
the close of the courses of instruction, and certificates are 
awarded which are accepted by the Commissioners of National 
Education as evidence of qualifications to give instruction in . 
the subject, or subjects, inscribed thereon.

Central Institutions. 

The College was attended during the Session 1916-16 by 
one hundred and fifty-five students, of 

ROYAL COLLEGE whom Seventy -five Were Associatc studcnts 
OE SCIENCE one, a research student ; and seventy-nine, 
FOR IRELAND. non-associate students. The Summer 
Courses of Instruction for Teachers of 
Primary, Secondary, and Technical Schools, conducted at the 
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College during the months of July and August, 1916, were 
attended by two hundred and forty -nine students. 

Fourteen Associate students completed their courses duxiKg 
the session, and were awarded the Diploma of Associateship 
of the College. Four students obtained the Diploma in the 
Faculty of Agriculture ; three students obtained the Diploma 
in the Faculty of Applied Chemistry ; two, the Diploma in the 
Faculty of E.igineeihg; and five. Diplomas in the Special 
Groups for Science Teachers (two in the Experimental Science 
Section, one in the Technological Section, and two hr the 
Natural Science Section). 

The two Royal Scholarships offered for competition amongst 
fee-paying Associate students of the First Year were awarded 
to Mr. Desmond Dowling and Mr. John J. Scanlon. The 
Silver Medal, awarded to the First Year Associate student ob- 
taining the first place in order of merit on the work of the year 
was secured by Mr. W. E. V. Abraham. 

Towards the close of the session Dr. G. T. Morgan resigned 
the Professorship of Chemistry consequent on his appointment 
as successor to the late Professor Meldola in the chair of Chem- 
istry at the City and Guilds of London Technical College 
Finsbury. 

His tenure of the chair of Chemistry at the College was 
marked by most valuable work in connection with the deve- 
loprnents of the Faculty of Applied Chemistry, and the com- 
pletion of the equipment of tne new laboratories. 

He_ carried out or directed many researches bearing on 
chemical industry, the results of which are published in several 


papers. 

His resignation is greatly regretted. He was popular with 
his students and held in the highest regard by all his colleagues. 

Dr. W. E .Adeney, D.Sc., F.I.C., A.R.C.Sc.I., was appointed 
by the Department as Acti. g Professor of Chemistry on 
Professor Morgan’s resignation. 

The College Men’s and Women’s Voluntary Aid Detachments 
of the St. John Ambulance Brigade contiimed and augmented 
their activities duri_ g the session. 

The Men’s Detachment numbered 45 members. Com- 
mandant, Major Humphries; Supeiiutendent, D. S. Jaidin; 
Quartm-master, J. Bamford. Eighteen of the original members 
have joined the Army. 

The Detachment continued to attend hospital ships on 
every occasion on which wounded were brought to Dublm. 
They supplied ordeilies to the Soldiers’ Central Club, aid the 
men s V.A.D. also have provided the packi g cases required

V.A.D. did duty duiirg the 
service to the wounded. In 
following members received 
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awards for meritorious service : J. Greaves, Professor W. M‘F. 
Orr, H. J. Scott, J. Bamford, D. S. Jardin. 

The Women’s V.A.D. of the College has organised, and is 
managing the Royal College of Science Irish War Hospital 
Supplies Sub-Depot,' -which has an average of 200 voluntary 
workers on its books. It specialises in Sphagnum Moss dress- 
ings and many tail bandages. It controls the Sphagnum 
output of 38 Irish War Hospital Supplies Sub-Dep6ts, and is 
recognised by the War Office as their central sphagnum depot 
for Ireland. Under the direction of the College sub-dep6t, 
Canada is now forming a headquarters in Montreal for supplies 
of sphagnum moss dressings. Over 150,000 moss pads, 3,500 
bandages, etc., have been despatched through this depot to 
hospitals in England, Ireland, France, Belgium, Alexandria, 
Salonica, and Mesopotamia. The rapid increase in the demand 
for these moss dressings is realised by comparing the following 
figures Output for January, 1916, 1,300 pads; output for 
September, 1916, 32,000 pads. 

The activities of the Royal College of Science Platoon of the 
1st (Dublin) Battalion, Irish Association of Volimteer Training 
Corps, were continued during the session under the command 
of Professor Wilson. 

The manufacture of munitions of war in 'the College En- 
gineering Workshops has been carried on and considerably 
developed. 

During the session a large additional number of students 
and further members of 'the College Staff joined His Majesty’s 
Forces. The following have been reported killed in action : — 
Finlay Kerr, A. Digges La Touche, R. J. Smith, E. Pullin. 

The number of students who attended 'the school during the 
session 1915-16 was 351, of whom 208 
METROPOLITAN Were male students, and 143 female s'tud- 

SCHOOL OF ART. cuts. The day classes were attended by 
163 students, and the evening classes by 
216, of whom 28 also a't'tended 'the day classes. 

In former years reference has been made to the high place 
taken by the School in 'the National Competition of Art Schools 
and Classes. Owing to the war this important competition 
was not held in 1916. 

As a result of the competition held by the Department in 
June, 1915, Teacherships-in-Training were awarded 'to Miss 
Ethel Quigley, Mr. Matthew Barry, and Miss Phyllis Wilson. 

Miss Margaret O’Keeffe, Miss Gertrude O’Flynn, and Mr. 
Patrick J. Tuohy having completed 'two years as Teachers-in- 
Training were awarded one year’s extension as special Art 
Scholars, 

Silversmiths’ (Apprentice) Scholarships were held by Richard 
Wa'tson, Denis Sheridan, James Wallace, and James Murray. 
Richard Watson completed his three years’ Scholarship, and the 
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vacant position was filled by the award of the Scholarship to 
James Herrity. 

Sixteen Silversmiths’ apprentices attended the School during 
the session, six of whom made the full attendances (108). All 
of them having made over 50 per cent, attendances, their fees 
were returned to them by the Goldsmiths’ Corporation. 

In the Architectural Class, W. A. Dixon was awarded the 
Downes Bronze Medal, and S. Kelly the First Prize for Design 
offered by the Architectural Association of Ireland and also 
the Vice-President’s Prize. 

Eighty-three teachers and students from the provinces 
attended the Summer Art Courses, held at the Metropolitan 
School in July last, when specialized training was afforded in 
the subjects of Lithography, Lettering and Process work 
Furniture Designing, Ornamental Leatherwork, Drawing and 
Painting from the Life and Figure Composition, and in Draw- 
ing and Modelling. 

In the competition for the Taylor Art Scholarship and Prizes 
held bj'- the Royal Dublin Society, Michael Leo Whelan was 
awarded the £50 Scholarship, Patrick J. Tuohy was awarded 
a prize of £10, and Ethel Mary Quigley a prize of £10 for works 
in oil and water-colour painting. 

In order to illustrate and point out the practical value of 
the teaching in the School, it may be mentioned that it was 
suggested some two years ago that the City Corporation of 
Dublin should permit the Headmaster and some of the ad- 
vanced students to decorate the City Hall with fresco painting, 
illustrating various incidents m the early history of Dublin. 
Two. of these subjects were finished and placed in position in 
the panels under the cupola of the City Hall, when the Cor- 
poration, oh the advice of the Dublin Architects, consented to 
the carrying out of the whole proposed mural decoration. 
Another large panel, the third of the series of twelve, was 
finished on the stone surface of the walls during the past 
summer months, and a fourth panel is now in course of 
execution. 

To give a further illustration of the practical value of the 
Art teaching at the School it may be mentioned that a great 
deal of the beautiful artistic work for the altar, windows, and 
other parls of the Honan Hostel Collegiate Chapel, Cork, has 
been entrusted to past and present students of the School.

DOMESTic gence and resourcefulness, and render them 
TRAINING. more practical in the performance of heme 
duties. The Scholarship, together with the 
payment of a fee of £2 (in the case of co. Cork, £8) on the part 
•of the scholar, entitles the holder to board, residence, and 
instruction during the term of the Scholarship. 

Applicants for the Scholarships must be over 16 and under 
25 years of age on the first day of September in the year of 
award, and must have received an education equivalent to that 
•of the Fifth Standard of a National School. 

Schools desh'ing recognition as Residential Schools of Do- 
mestic Traming must provide a satisfactory course of instruction 
in the following subjects : — 
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Household Management, including the keeping of 
accounts. 

Cookery, including the selection of menus for small 
incomes. 

Needlework (repairing, adapting, and Dressmaking). 
Laundrywork. 

Hygiene, including sick nursing and the care of the 
young. 

Instruction in these subjects must he given by a certificated 
teacher of Domestic Science, and at least 30 hours per week 
must be devoted to instruction in the subjects mentioned. 
The curriculum of the school may also include instruction in 
Dairy-work, Poultry -rearing, Bee-keepicg, and Cottage-garden- 
ing, if adequate provision is made for both practical and thec- 
retical instruction in these subjects.

EXHIBITIONS. 


Where Technical Instruction Committees establish,, in con- 
nection with Technical Schools, in County 
Boroughs or Urban Districts, for students 
of proved ability and ascertained need, and 
under the terms of a scheme approved by 
the Department, one or more exhibitions of the annual value 
of £50, tenable at the Royal College of Science, the Metropolitan 
School of Art, or other approved Technical, Commercial, or 
Art School, the Department may make a grant in aid of the 
Exhibitions awarded, not exceeding half their value, provided 
that the Department’s total contribution in this respect dees 
not exceed £50 in respect of any one Urban District, other 
than a County Borough, in any one year. Candidates for 
these Exhibitions must be eighteen years of age ; they must 
have been in regular employment under normal conditions in 
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a trade, business, or industry for at least a year ; they must 
have been in attendance at a Technical School within the- 
administrative area of the nominating Committee for at least 
two complete and consecutive sessions ; and they must satisfy 
the Department that their general education is of such a nature 
as to enable them to take full advantage of the course of in- 
struction selected at the approved day school of higher educa- 
tion. Successful candidates must devote their whole time 
during the period for which the Exhibition is granted to the 
advancement of their studies. 

Three Exhibitions were awarded in 1916, two Art Exhi- 
bitions to students of the Crawford Municipal School of Art, 
Cork ; one Art Exhibition to a student of the Municipal Tech- 
nical Institute, Belfast. The Engineering Exhibition awarded 
to a student of the Central Technical Institute, Waterford, in 
1914, has been renewed for a third session, and the Commercial. 
Exhibition awarded to a student of the Municipal Technical 
Institute, Limerick, has been renewed for a second session.

Five Scholarships, and five Teacherships-in-Ti’aining, tenable 
at the Royal College of Science, were 
(4) offered for competition in 1916, by the 

SENIOR SCIENCE Department. The examination, for which 
SCHOLARSHIPS. 51 Candidates presented themselves was 
held on the 27th June and following days. 
The Scholarships are of the value of £50 per annum, whilst in 
the case of Teacherships-in-Training a maintenance allowance 
of 21s. weekly for the session of about 40 weeks, is granted ? 
in addition holders of these awards are entitled to free instruc- 
tion during the Associateship Course of four years, and third 
class railway fare for one journey each session to and from 
Dublin. ■■ 

The competition is confined to Mathematics, Experimental 
Science, and Drawing, but all candidates, either by virtue of 
a Pass- in the Senior Grade of the Intermediate Examinations, 
or its equivalent, must satisfy the Department as to their 
knowledge of English, and of one of the languages — Greek, 
La,tia, Irish, French, or German. Candidates unable to produce 
evidence of their knowledge of these subjects are required to 
sit for tests therein conducted by the Department. 

The age limits for the competition are 16 and SO on the 
1st June of the year in which the examination is held. 
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Candidates awarded Teacherships-in-Traiiiirg are requii'ed 
to give an undertaking to pursue the full Associateship Course 
with a view to becoming teachers of Science in Ireland, but 
the Department do not undertake to employ teachers, or to find 
employment for them at the close of the period of training. 

The three Teacherships-in-Trainirg, tenable at the Metro- 
politan School of Art, which were awarded 

(5) by the Department in 1915, have been 
SENIOR ART renewed for a second year. The object of 
SCHOLARSHIPS, these Teacherships is to encourage capable 

Art students to undertake such a course 
nf training as will enable them to become Art Teachers. The 
Scholarships entitle the holders to free admission to all the 
day and evening classes at the Metropolitan School of Art for 
two sessions, to a maintenance allowance of 21s. weekly for 
the session of about 40 weeks, and to third class railway fare 
for one journey to and from Dublin each session. The awards 
are made on the result of an examination m Art subjects, and 
of submitted specimens of the students’ works ; but previous 
successes in respect of Art Teaching qualifications are also 
taken into account. 

Candidates for these Scholarships must be between the ages 
of 18 and 30 years on the 1st September in the year in which 
the examination is held, and successful candidates must prepare, 
in conjunction with the Headmaster of the School of Art, a 
scheme of study for the Department’s approval, and devote 
their whole time thereto, attending regularly and punctually 
■during the period of the Scholarship. 

The Department, after consultation with the Corporation of 
Goldsmiths, decided to provide four Schol- 

(6) arsliips for their apprentices, tenable at 
goldsmiths’ the Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin. 
(apprentice) The Scholarships are of the value of £6 
SCHOLARSHIPS, per annum, with free tuition, and are 

usually tenable for three years. When 
Scholarships become vacant they are awarded to the appren- 
tice students who have shown the greatest ability and progress 
in their studies at the School during the precedirg session. 
One new Scholarship was awarded in 1916, three Scholarships 
were renewed, two for a second year, and one for a third year. 

Industrial Scholarships are awarded by the Department on 
consideration of the merits of each case, 

(7) but applicants must already have been en- 
industrial gaged in one of the higher branches of an 

SCHOLARSHIPS. industry, and must hold a certificate show- 
ing that they will be employed in the 
industry after the termination of the Scholarships. 
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• The Scholarships are of the value of £80 each, and are 
awarded to enable selected persons to take a course of in- 
struction in an institution providing special courses of an 
approved character, and to study the principles underlying 
the industry in which they have already been engaged, so that 
on the completion of the Scholarships they may be qualified 
for appointment to responsible industrial positions. 

Of the two Industrial Scholarships in Woollen Manufacture 
awarded in 1914, one, having been held for the Sessions 1914- 
15 and 1916-16 at the South of Scotland Central Technical 
College, Galashiels, has now been renewed for the Session 
1916-17, and is being held at Leeds University. The other 
Scholarship held during the Session 1914-16 was renewed for 
the Session 1916-16, and was held at Leeds University ; during 
the Session, however, the holder joined His Majesty’s Forces, 
and the Scholarship has therefore been suspended pending 
his return. 

A limited number of Trade Scholarships were offered for 
competition by the Department in 1916. 

(8) The object of these Scholarships i? to 

TRADE enable apprentices who have been en- 

SCHOLAESHIPS. gaged in certain industries in Ireland, for 
a period of at least two years, to obtain 
systematic instruction in the principles of Science and Art. 
as applied to these industries. With this end in view the 
scholars are required to attend specially arranged courses of 
instruction at centres — ^which may be either m Ireland or 
in Great Britain— selected by the Department. 

The industries selected for 1916 were as follows : — (1) the 
Woollen Industry, (2) Printing and Book Production, (3) 
Motor Engineering, and (4) Cotton and Linen Bleaching and 
Dyeing. Only two applications for Scholarships in the last 
named having been received, no Scholarships therein were 
awarded. Four Scholarships were awarded in connection with 
the Woollen Industry, ten in Printing and Book Production, 
and ten in Motor Engineering. The Scholarships in the Woollen 
Industry are being held at the South of Scotland Central Tech- 
nical College, Galashiels ; those in Printing and Book Pro- 
duction at the City qf Dublin Technical School, Bolton Street, 
Dublin, and the Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin ; and those 
in Motor Engineering at the Pembroke Technical School, 
Ringsend, Co. Dublin. 

The Scholarships are tenable for one School session, and 
, are (except where the holder resides within five miles of the 
School) of the value of £1 per week during the period of in- 
struction together with class fees and travelling expenses 
(third ' class) for two double journeys between the address of 
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the holder and the centre at wnich his course is conducted- 
When the home of a scholar is situated within a radius of 5- 
miles from the School he is to attend, a payment ecjual to the 
wages he would otherwise have received during the period of 
instruction is allowed in addition to class fees. 

The scholars are selected on consideration of the qualifi- 
cations and experience of the applicants, and must have passed 
either a simple qualifying examination in English, Arithmetic, 
and Drawing, or have satisfied the Department in regard to 
their educational qualifications. To be eligible for Scholar- 
ships candidates must be at least 17 years of age on the 1st 
July of the year in which the examination is held, and must 
produce an undertaking from the Managers of the Industries, 
in which they are employed to the effect that the Managers 
will re-employ them after the termination of the Scholarships- 
Scholars must also undertake to resume their employment on 
the conclusion of the course of instruction. 

Scholarships in Embroidery (white and coloured) and Sprig- 
ging, tenable at the Training School, 
(9) Enniskillen, were offered for competition 

EMBEOiDERY_ AND by ths Department in 1916. Four Scholar- 
SPRIGGING ships in Embroidery and one in Sprigging 
SCHOLARSHIPS, were awarded on the results of examina- 
tions held in Dublin and Enniskillen. 

The object of these Scholarships, which are of the value of 
£25 each, tenable for one year, is to enable the holders to 
secure training as teachers of Embroidery or Sprigging. The 
competition consists of simple tests in English, Arithmetic, and 
Drawing, and tests in Embroidery or Sprigging. To be 
eligible for admission to the examination candidates must be 
at least 20 years of age on the 1st September of the year in 
which the examination is held, and must have satisfied the 
Department, by the submission of satisfactory specimens of 
work, of their knowledge of either Embroidery or Sprigging.

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” 3.-FISHERIES. 

The Report on the Sea and Inland Fisheries of Ireland for 
the year 1915, which has been issued 
SEA since the date of the Department’s last 

EiSHEBiES. General Report, shows that, for the year 

under review, the quantity and value of 
the fish landed, excluding shell-fish and salmon, were 550,194 
cwts. and £334,443. The amount landed was nearly 40,000 
cwts. less than in the previous year, but owing to market 
•conditions the value was the highest for the past ten years. 
The shell-fish landed realised the sum of £40,474. The numbers 
of vessels and men engaged in the sea fisheries show decreases 
of 565 and 1,771 respectively from those of the previous 
year’s returns. These decreases may be attributed partly to 
the conditions arising from the war. 


The capture durmg the spring mackerel fishery was the 
smallest for many years aird, compared with 
MACKEEEL the previous similar season, shows a decrease 

EiSHEEiES. in quantity from 108,000 cwts. to 74,000 

cwts., but an increase in value from 
£29,650 to £31,950. The quantity of autumn mackerel landed 
was even less than in the previous autumn season,' but the 
value rose from £26,000 to nearly £83,000. The number of 
barrels of mackerel cured was also much smaller than usual 
and did not greatly exceed 10,000 altogether. 


The summer herring fishery was well above the average, 
and, with the exception of those of 1909 
HEKEING and 1912, was better than any in the last 
FISHERIES. ten years. Nearly 247,000 cwts., valued 
at £152,000, 'were landed. During the 
progress of the winter herring fishery 91,000 cwts., valued at 
£55,000, were landed. The figures for the previous year’s 
winter fishery were 88,000 cwts. and £36,400. The price of 
herrings during the year was very high owing to the great 
demand obtaining. The Irish Crown Brand was not applied 
to any herrings during the year. The high prices procurable 
for kippered herrings induced several merchants to devote 
attention to the trade and the Department rendered assist- 
ance by way of loan and expert advice. 


It is estimated that kelp to the value of £23,727 was ex- 
KELP. ported from the counties of Clare, Galway, 
Mayo, Sligo, Donegal, and Antrim. 
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During the year ended 31st March, 1916, loans amounting 
£3,264 18s. 8d., were granted to 
LOANS. fishermen. 

Further steps for the improvement of the public oyster 
fishei-y at Kinsale were taken, and over 
SHELL FISHERIES. 66,000 oysters from Tralee Bay were laid 
down in Kinsale Harbour. Officers ap- 
pointed by the Department exercised supervision over the 
public oyster fisheries in the River Shannon, in Kinsale and 
Waterford Harbours, at Clarenbridge (co. Galway), and at 
Inishlyre (co. Mayo) ; and over the mussel fisheries of Castle- 
inaine Harbour. 

The class in net mending at Kinsale was continued during 
the winter. The average attendance of 

NET MENDING, pupils, who all Came from the fishing 
population, was about 14. 

No new work was started during the year, but progress was 
made with the schemes for the improve- 
PIEBS AND ment of the harbour accommodation at 

HARBOURS. Kilkeel (co. Down), Annagassan (co. 

Louth), and Helvick (co. Waterford). At 
Rathlin Island (co. Antrim), Ballaghaline (co. Clare), and 
Ballyhack (co. Wexford), operations were completed. The 
facilities for navigation at Arklow Harbour were well main- 
tained by the dredger “ Fag-an-bealach ” under the existing 
arrangement with the Harbour Commissioners. The vessel 
was also usefully employed at Portrush and Balbriggan. 

The product of the salmon and trout fisheries appears to 
have been about the average of the annual 
■SALMON FISHERIES. Capture in the preceding decade and to 
have been better than in the previous 
year. The quantity of salmon captured at sea by drift nets 
oft the west and north coasts declined from 3,274 cwts. in 
1914, to 1,783 cwts. in 1915. The decline is partly explained 
by the reduction of fishing- — the number of drift net licences 
taken out in the districts chiefly concerned being 98 less than 
in the previous year. There was a further decline (from 2,952 
to 2,358) in the number of persons who took out rod licences, 
presumably due to the absence of anglers on military duties. 
Owing to the financial condition, which necessitated the sus- 
pension of the Department’s subsidies, the number of salmon 
hatcheries in operation during the season 1915-16 was very 
much smaller tiian usual. The estimated output of salmon 
and trout fry was as follows : — Salmon, 4,402,000 ; trout, 
122,000. Nearly 2,000,000 salmon fry were turned out from 
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tiic Mallow and Banteer Hatchery, wliicli expeiienced a very 
favourable season. 

In respect of the year ended 31st March, 1916, the Depart- 
ment made grants, amounting to £1,984’ 9#.

Some of the results of the second quinquennial if flumy 
regarding the agricultural output of Irelai.d dealu g wi e 
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twelve moaths from 1st June, 1912, to 31st May, 1918, were 
published in the Appendix to the Report on Food Production in 
Ireland, hut in view of the present necessities it is not pro- 
posed to publish the Report until after the war. 

In addition to compiling, publishing and distributing the 
above reports and leaflets the Branch contributes to, edits, 
and publishes the Department’s Journal, press-edits the other 
publications and looks after the general printing and adver- 
tising work of the Department. Its duty is to disseminate as 
well as to collect information for the Department, and it mails 
to a very large number of persons — one of its mailing list 
contains 85,000 names — the leaflets and other free publications 
of the Department ; during the year it distribu,ted 1,200,000 
leaflets, nearly half of which were special war leaflets. 

In accordance with its duty to act as an Intelligence Bm-eau 
to the Department, the Branch maintains a regular communica- 
tion, and exchange of publications, with the Agricultural, 
Statistical, Educational and other Departments of the United 
Kingdom, the Colonies and the chief foreign countries. From 
all these sources a very considerable number of publications 
are received and placed in the library which the Branch has 
organised and controls. In addition, a large number of home 
and foreign publications of a non-official character are received. 
All these publications are exammed and indexed, and from the 
more important of them extracts and translations are made 
and circulated through the Department generally. In addition, 
in order to keep the various branches of the Department in 
touch with foreign developments relating to activities similar 
to their own, and to keep them acquainted with the various 
books, reports and other publications received in the library, 
a monthly list of all the important home and foreign publica- 
tions^received is circulated. The number of foreign accessions 
to the library and the collection of foreign intelligence generally 
has been severely affected by the war, but special efforts have 
been made to obtain foreign publications from and through 
neutral countries. Numbers of such publications are now 
received in the library, and from them much has been gleaned 
regarding the manner in which food supply problems arising 
out of the war have been dealt with abroad. In addition much 
information has been obtained and circulated regarding the 
organisation of agricultural labour, the supply of manures and 
machinery, and the other emergency measures adopted in con- 
nection with agriculture in the different European countries. 

A considerable amount of extra work had to be undertaken 
by this Branch during the year in copnection with questions 
affecting the food production of Ireland. This extra work had 
to be undertaken by a staff much depleted by enlistment, with 
the result that the publication of the larger statistical publica- 
tions of the Branch has been, and will for some time be, later 
than formerly. 
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5.— VETERINARY, 


Owing to the re-appearance of foot-and-mouth disease in 
England in October, 1915, the special pre- 
500T-AND-MOUTH cautionary measures it is customary to 
DISEASE. adopt in Ireland when the disease is 

known to exist across channel were for 
some time in operation during the year under review. It is 
gratifying, however, to record that, although the outbreak in 
Great Britain was of a serious character and extended to more 
than one of the western maritime counties, the disease did not 
spread to Ireland. 

During the twelve months ended 30th September, 1916, 
four outbreaks of anthrax were con- 
ANTHEAX. firmed in Ireland, eight animals, all of 
which died, being affected. 


The Order dealing with Bovine Tuberculosis, which was 
suspended in September, 1915, as a 
bovine measure of war economy, remained in 

tubeeculosis. abeyance during the year ended 80th 

September, 1916. 

Swine fever continued to show an increased prevalence 
during the twelve months under review, 
SWINE eevee. 307 outbreaks occurring during that period 
as compared with 232 during the twelve 

months previous. 

Parasitic Mange was the only scheduled disease among 
equines recorded during the year. Of this 
equine disease, malady sixty-eight outbreaks came imder 
notice— one more than in the preceding 
year. Glanders, which still appears occasionally, is absent 
altogether from the disease record in the year under review. 

The position with regard to sheep-scab showed no iinprove- 
ment during the year. The number of 
SHEEP SCAB. outbreaks of the disease reported or dis- 
covered was 418 as compared with 396 
in the preceding twelve months. The regulations requiring 
sheep to be dipped once in the summer and twice in the autumn 
were strengthened by the introduction of a further provision 
requiring the dipping to be dope under official supervision, 
and Local Authorities were granted power to make regula- 
tions of their own enabling their Inspectors to specify the 
time and place at which the prescribed dippmg should be 
carried out.

1. — ^Transit of Produce. 

Inspections in regard to the handling and condition of con- 
signments of agricultural produce were 

INSPECTIONS. made at Irish railway stations and ports. 

The inspections at the railway stations 
were, in nearly half the number of cases, made on the days on 
which markets were held in the towns served by the stations. 
Suitable action was taken regarding carelessness in dealing 
with consignments during conveyance, the use of unsuitable 
or faultily constructed boxes, or defects in the preparation of 
packages for the markets. 

During the year ended the 30th September, 1916, 167 com- 
plaints as to delay or damage to consign- 
COMPLAINTS. meats in transit were received. The num- 
ber for the year ended the 30th September, 
1915, was 111. The complaints related to agricultural imple- 
ment^ artificial manures, butter, cheese, eream, dead poultry, 
fish, fruit, grain, machinery, meat, milk, potatoes, returned 
empties, seeds, sulphate of eopper, etc. 

In a few cases in which complainants were asked to supply 
the particulars necessary for tracing the consignments, the 
mforniation desired was not received. Investigations were 
made m every case in which such a course was practicable. In 
s. number of instances the complainants subsequently informed 
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the Department that the cause of complaint had been removed 
or that improvement had been effected. 

In addition to these complaints representations were made 
to the Department in seventy-three cases 
FACILITIES. regarding arrangements for the carriage of 
produce and of machinery and farming 
requisites urgently needed in connection with food production. 
The Department were successful in having, in many cases, 
special arrangements made for conveyance. 

Conditions produced by the war and also labour troubles 
interfered with the flow of traffic through 
RESTRICTIONS the principal Irish Ports. On such occa- 
ON TRAFFIC. sions the Department kept in close touch 
with the Carrying Companies in regard to 
the question of suitable transit arrangements for agricultural 
produce. 

A suspension of shipments of agricultural produce from the 
Port of Dublin resulted from the outbreak that took place in 
Dublin at Easter, and in the week subsequent to that of the 
outbreak the attention of the Department was called to the 
question of preventing the shipment from Ireland of packages 
of butter and eggs which, through delay consequent on the 
disturbances, might then have been unfit for consumption. It 
appeared, however, from the inquiries which were made by the 
Department in the matter that the consignments which had 
been lying at the Port of Dublin had been disposed of locally, 
and that the normal flow of perishable traffic by other ports had 
not been seriously affected. 

About three hundred special vehicles have been made avail- 
able on the principal Irish railways for 
SPECIAL VEHICLES, the Carriage of perishable produce such as 
butter, fish, and fruit. Vessels conveying 
■ perishable produce from the Ports of 

REFRIGERATION. Dublin, Belfast, Cork, and Waterford are 
fitted with refrigerating apparatus. 

Butter. 

Suitable pyramid boxes were in general use in connection 
with the conveyance of butter exported to Great Britain. 
Owing to a shortage of suitable timber there was a tendency 
towards the re-use of butter boxes. It appeared, however, 
that the boxes were properly cleansed before re-use. A 
cases came under notice in which butter had been despatched 
in boxes which had previously been used for the conveyance 
of other articles, the wood used in the construction of the boxes 
not being of sufficient strength for safe transit. 
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Eggs. 

Considerable improvement had been effected in the nr 
paration of consignments of eggs for the markets, but owint 
to the exceptional circumstances which have for some time 
prevailed, the condition of consignments, on delivery, has often 
been far from satisfactory. Shortage of suitable timber ha^ 
resulted in the use of defectively con- 
CASES. structed cases. Sometunes the wood used 
was of uneven width or was not sufficientlv 
strong, the lids were badly fitting, or the spaces between the 
boards were so wide as to admit of eggs being abstracted 
No opportunity was lost of impressing on consignors the 
desirability of using cases made in accordance with the speci- 
fications laid down by the Department. ^ 

Due care was not always exercised in packing, the material 
used being unsuitable or, more frequently 
PACKING. being ;nsufiftcient to afford adequate pro- 
tection to the eggs, especially those in the 
outer layers, which were sometunes visible through the spaces 
in the cases. On occasions cases of eggs were found to be damp 
when they reached the forwarding stations— -this condition bemg 
due to the absence of protective covering for the consignments 
after packing or when being carted to the stations. 


The use of springless vehicles for the carriage of eggs to 
railway stations was observed on a few 
CONVEYANCE. occasions. Instances of the upending of 
, , cases or the “walking” of cases on “end 

by employees of consignors and Carrying Companies also came 
under notice. In the course of the inspections a few consign- 
ments were found exposed to adverse conditions of weather at 
the premises of the Companies. 


Complaints were made during the period by consignors and 
consignees in regard to serious breakages 
BREAKAGES in Consignments of Irish eggs exported to 
AND CLAIMS. England. It appeared from the com- 

. , munications received that claims in respect 

of the losses were not being met by the Carrying Companies, 
that an alteration in the procedure in regard to the settlement 
of claims had been made, and that the failure to meet claims 
would adversely affect the Irish egg trade. The whole question 
as to claims m respect of the traffic was carefuUy considered 
with a view to discovering the best means 
of meetmg the situation which had arisen, and they proposed 
that representatives of certain Companies and some of 
fnr 1 traders concerned should meet at a conference 

n P'^’T.ose of ascertaining whether a basis of agreement 
could be amicably arrived at regarding the claims. 
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Fish. 

Close attention was given by the Department to the transit 
of fish from the principal forwarding stations. It appeared that 
such arrangements as were practicable in the circumstances 
were made by the Carrying Companies for the expeditious con- 
veyance of consignments. 

The question of facilities for the conveyance, by the 2.35 p.m. 
train from Londonderry to Larne, of fish forwarded to markets 
in Great Britain from the district served by the Burton Port 
line of railway was brought under the notice of the Department. 
It appeared that it was not practicable to ensure the arrival of 
consignments at Londonderry in time for forwarding by the 
forenoon train therefrom, and that, owing to the shortness of 
time for shipment at Larne, only a very restricted quantity of 
the traffic could be accepted for conveyance by the afternoon 
train, the only other suitable train from Londonderry. The 
Department were informed that the adoption of Western 
European Time, as from the 1st October, resulted in an exten- 
sion of the time for handling traffic at Larne and that it should 
consequently be pi’acticable to make arrangements for the 
conveyance of a substantial quantity of fish traffic by the 
afternoon tram. 


2. — Railway Rates. 

Forty-two complaints as to charges for the conveyance of 
merchandise were received during the year 
complaints. ended the 80th September, 1916. The 
complaints related to artificial manure, 
butter, eggs, fish, fruit, live stock, meat, milk, potatoes, poultry, 
seeds, spraying material, etc. The number of complaints for the 
year ended the 30th September, 1916, was 'forty-five. 

Twenty-two of the complaints were to the effect that the 
charges made in respect of consignments of through traffic 
were high. In nine cases the Companies agreed to make refunds. 
In two cases the Companies were not prepared to make reduc- 
tions. In one case it was found that there was a through rate 
in operation for the traffic between the points and that this 
rate was lower than the figure mentioned by complainant. Ten 
of the complaints ai'e receiving attention. 

Seven of the complaints were that through rates in operation 
were excessive. In two cases reduced rates were arranged, and 
in three cases it appeared that the Companies were not prepared 
to fix lower rates. Two complaints are stiU receiving attention. 

Four of the eomplaints related to the non-existence of 
through rates. One through rate was fixed, in one case the 
Companies offered to fix a through rate, but the complainants 
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nnt resard the figure as suitable for the traffic, and in one 
Sse °t did not appefr to be practicable to arrange a through 
ratL The remaining case is under the consideration of the 

Companies. 

Three complaints related to charges in respect of local traffic. 
In one case the company was not prepared to make a reduc- 
tion. The other two cases are receiving attention. 

Three of the complaints had reference to increases in charges. 
It appeared that in two of the cases the increases resulted from 
Wher working expenses of shipping companies, and that the 
other increase was due to the conveyance of consignments by 
nasseneer train. In this case it was underetood that consign- 
ments had been forwarded at Company s Risk, and conaplam- 
ants were informed as to the Owner’s Risk rate in force for the 

traffic. 

Three of the complaints were in regard to the basis on which 
the charges in respect of the traffic were calculated. In two of 
the cases it appeared that the charges were such as the Com- 
panies were entitled to make, and the other complaint seemed 
to have been made under a misapprehension. 


Several notices 

INCREASES 
or RATES. 


of proposed increases of rates were given 
by Carrying Companies during the period. 
The increases appeared to be due to higher 
working expenses, increased cost of cartage 
and an advance in incidental charges. 


3. Eneorcement oe the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts 

AS REGARDS BtJTTER, MARGARINE, ClIEESE, MaRGARINE- 

Cheese and Milk. 

The enforcement of the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts is 
primarily the duty of the local authorities, 
ADMINISTRATION Councils of the thirty-three adminis- 

OF THE ACTS. trative counties and of the eleven boroughs. 
The Department are empowered, in relation to any matter which 
appears to them to affect the general interests of agriculture, to 
direct an officer to procure for analysis samples of any article 
of food. If the Department are of opinion that a local autho- 
rity has failed to enforce the Acts in relation to any article 
of food, and that such failure affects the general interests of 
agriculture, the Department may act in default of the local 
authority. 

The sampling, imder the Acts, of certain articles of food 
imported into the United Kingdom is carried out by the 
Comihissioners of Customs and Excise. 
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The number of samples of butter, margarine, cheese, and 
milk, taken during the year ended the 
; SAMPLES TAKEN 30th June, 1916, by Inspectors under the 
by officers of Acts in the counties was 11,456. The 
LOCAL AUTHORi- number taken by Inspectors under the 
TIES, YEAR ENDED Acts in the boroughs was 4,571. The 
30th JUNE, 1916. number of prosecutions in respect of 
samples taken in the counties was 463 ; 
convictions followed in 361 cases, and penalties amounting to 
£411 9s. 3d. were imposed. In respect of the samples taken 
in the boroughs there were 381 prosecutions, 321 convictions, 
with £539 10s. lOd. in penalties. In the twelve months ended 
30th June, 1915, the number of samples of butter, margarine, 
cheese, and milk taken in the counties was 9,862 ; there were 
439 prosecutions followed by 359 convictions, with penalties 
amounting to £425 11s. lOd. In the same period 4,582 samples 
were taken in the boroughs ; the number of prosecutions was 
377, the number of convictions was 335, and penalties amount- 
ing to £784 11s. 3d. were imposed. In addition 5 samples of 
margarine-cheese were taken in the counties. 

Tables giving details as to the samples taken in the year 
ended 30th June, 1916, will be found at pages 196 to 198 of 
the Appendices. 


During the twelve months ended the 30th June, 1916, 1,094 
samples of butter and 11 samples of 
SAMPLES TAKEN margarine were purchased by officers of 
BY department’s the Department for analysis. The figures 
OFFICERS, YEAR for the preceding twelve months were 678 
ENDED 30th JUNE, samples of butter and 2 samples of mar- 
1916. garine. The samples taken in the year 

1915-16 were obtained in 32 administrative 
counties and 8 boroughs. Of the samples of butter, 340 were 
procured at markets. 

Of the samples sold as butter, 89 (of which 49 were taken at 
markets) were found on analysis M contain more than 16 per 
cent of water, one was certified' as being composed almost 
•entirely of fats foreign to butter, and two (obtained at markets) 
were found to contain, respectively, 8-7 and 14'8 per cent, of 
salt. 

- In 52 of the cases in which samples were found to contain 
water in excess, proceedings were instituted 
water in by the local authorities. Convictions fol- 
butTer. lowed in 46 cases, and penalties amounting 

to £41 17s. 3d. were imposed. . In one of 
the cases the local authority withdrew the summons on the 
ground that the proportion of water in the sample did no 
warrant a prosecution. The Department, acting m de au 
•of two local authorities, had proceedings instituted in 4 cases. 
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Convictions were obtained, the penalties amounting to £2 15s. Od. 
In the remaining 33 cases of excessive proportion of water in 
butter, proceedings were not instituted. In 10 of these cases, 
the proportion of water varied from 16-06 to 17 per cent. ; in 
6 cases a notice was exhibited indicating the amount of water 
in the butter ; in 11 cases the statutory period of 28 days 
elapsed • in 4 oases (samples purchased at markets) it was not 
possible’to establish the identity of the vendors ; and in 2 cases 
there was some misunderstanduig as to procedure. 


In the case in which a sample purchased as butter was 
found to be composed almost entirely of 
SAMPLE foreign to butter, proceedings were 

EATS EOREIGN instituted by the local authority. A con- 
TO BUTTER. yiction was obtained, and a fine of £l was 
imposed. The sample was sold as “ farmers’ lump butter.” 

The Public Analyst stated in the certificates furnished by 
him in regard to the analysis of the samples 
SALT IN BUTTER, of buttcr containuig respectively 8-7 and 
14-8 per cent, of salt, that in his opinion 
butter of genuine composition should not contain more 
than 6 per cent, of salt. Proceedings not having been instituted 
within the statutory period of twenty-eight days, the Depart- 
ment suggested to the local authority that the vendors of the 
samples be warned. 

The statutory provisions as to marking did not appear to 
be observed in nine of the cases in which 
SALE OE samples of margarine were purchased by 

MARGARINE. officers of the Department. In eight of 

MARKING. these cases the circumstances did not appear 
to warrant a prosecution, and the vendors 
were cautioned by the Department. In the remaining case, 
proceedings were instituted by the local authority ; a conviction 
resulted and penalties of 13s. 6d. were imposed. 

In one case a sample was taken from an unlabelled piece of 
butter-like substance, but was delivered in a -wrapper marked 
“ Margarine.” The sample was found to contam more than 
10 per cent, of butter fat. The result of the analysis was com-' 
municated to the local authority, and proceedings were insti- 
tuted for an offence under Section 6 of the Sale of Food and 
Drugs Act, 1875 — selling to the prejudice of the purchaser 
an article not of the nature, substance, and quality of the article 
demanded. The case was dismissed. The summons should, 
it appears, have been issued for an offence under Section 8 of 
the Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1899 — selling margarine con- 
taining more than 10 per cent, of butter fat. The vendor 
stated at the time of sale that the substance was margarine. ' 
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In several cases in which no purchases were made the Depart- 
ment’s ofScers reported irregularities in the labelling of mar- 
garine e^^osed for sale by retail. In each case, the Department 
communicated with the trader. 

Tables giving details as to the samples taken in the year 
ended the 30th June, 1916, will be found at page 199 of the 
Appendices. 

Three packages forwarded as butter by a trader in Dublin 
in May and June, 1915, were sampled in 
SAMPLING IN transit by an Inspector of the Department. 
TRANSIT. The samples were found to be margarine. 

Proceedings were instituted, and fines 
amounting to £10 were imposed. The cases were heard in 
July and December, 1915. 

The manufactories of margarine and margarine-cheese, as 
registered on the 30th June, 1916, num- 
REGISTERED bered five and one respectively, the same 
PREMISES. as on the corresponding date in the pre- 
MANUEACTURE OF vious year. 

AND WHOLESALE The number of premises registered for 
DEALINGS IN wholesale dealings in margarine or mar- 
MAKGAEINE. garine-chcese was 216 on the 30th June, 
1916, the number on that date in the 
preceding year being 190. Several of the fresh registrations 
resulted from representations made by the Department to the 
occupiers of the premises, following inquiries and reports by 
the Department’s Inspectors. 

A table showing, as on the 80th June, 1916, the distribution 
of the registered manufactories and the premises of wholesale 
dealers will be found on page 200 of the Appendices. 

During the year ended the 30th June, 1916, 312 visits were 
made by the Department’s officers to 
INSPECTION OF registered premises for the purpose of 
REGISTERS. inspecting the registers showing the quantity 

and destmation of each consignment of 
margarine sent out from the premises. Following on these 
inspections the Department, in a number of cases, communicated 
with the occupiers in regard to their obligation to produce 
the register for inspection or to keep the register properly 
posted. 

On the 30th June, 1916, the number of registered butter 
factories stood at 205. The factories are 
REGISTRATION OF situated in 22 counties and 7 boroughs. 
BUTTER FACTORIES. The number of registered factories on the 
30th June, 1915, was 196. Some of the 
fresh registrations resulted from representations made by the 
Department following reports by their Inspectors. 
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Two hundred and sixteen inspections were made at regis- 
^ tered butter factories during the period 

imrlpr review. On these occasions the 
™K™ TOBL.rns^ took 168 samples of butter 

one sample of a mixture of butter and 
margarine, one sample of sugar, one sample of preservative 
marked “ cream preservative,” one sample of a mixture of 
preservative and colour -d one sample o 
colour. Of the samples of butter, 166 were taken as test 
samnles the remaining two samples bemg taken formally. 
Fifteen ’of the test samples were found to contam water in 
excess of 16 per cent. In these cases the Departrnent drew 
the attention of the proprietors to the 16 per oent liniit It 
however, appeared that in six of the cases the butter had not 

been subiected to treatment m the factories. 

Oie of the samples taken formally was found to contain 
17-26 per cent, of water. A prosecution under Section 4 of the 
Butter and Margarine Act, 1907, was instituted against the 
nronrietors of the butter factory in which the sample was 
obtained. A conviction resulted, and penalties amounting to 
£1 12s. 6d. were imposed. 


The sample which was found to be a mixture of butter and 
margarine consisted of a small quantity 
margabine in a of a butter-like substance which was lying 
BUTTER EACTOEY. in the butter mixer . The owner of the 
factory was prosecuted, at the instance 
of the Department, for an offence under Section 3 of the Butter 
and Margarine Act, 1907. A conviction was obtained, and 
a fine of £10 with £l costs, was imposed. The defendant was 
also prosecuted, at the instance of the Department, for the sale 
of butter adulterated with margarine, to a local institution. 
Three samples taken were found to contain 14 per cent., 27 per 
cent, and 27 per cent, of margarine. The charges in relation to 
these samples were withdrawn on a conviction havh g been 
obtained in the case under Section 3 of the Butter and Mar- 


garine Act. 

As regards the sample of sugar taken in a butter factory, 
.. a sample of butter taken on the same 

SUGAR IN BUTTER, occasion was found to contain 0-29 per 
cent, of sucrose. The Department com- 
municated with the proprietor, pointing out that_ sugar in 
butter must be regarded as an adulterant, and askirg.for an 
undertaking that such use of sugar would be discontinued. The 
undertaking was given. 


An Inspector reported that on the occasion of a visit to a 
butter factory he noticed indications of 
MILK BLENDING, the blending of butter with milk in the 
premises. A communication was sent to 
the proprietor, who denied that such blending was carried on. 
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The occupier of a factory brought under the notice of an 
Inspector a printed card intimatii.g that 
WATEB, IN the butter treated on the premises was 
EACTORY BUTTER, “guaranteed to contain not less than 16 
NOTICE. to 24 per cent, of moisture.” The De- 

partment drew the attention of the occu- 
pier to the provision in Section 4 of the Butter and Margarine 
Act, 1907, limiting to 16 per cent, the proportion of water in 
butter which had been subjected to treatment in a factory. 

It is reported that the quantity of butter treated in the 
greater number of the large factories has 
butter factories increased, and that, on the whole, there has 
equipment, etc. been a marked improvement in the quality 
of factory butter. The boxes in use were 
generally found to be well made and sufficiently strong. An 
adequate supply of hot and cold water was provided in the 
greater number of factories. The equipment of the larger fac- 
tories was usually on the most modern lines. 

The attention of the p'ropi’ietors of two factories was drawn 
to the desirability of an improvement in the condition of the 
premises. 

During the year ended 30th June, 1916, the Department 
approved the followkg names for rise in 
NAMES FOB connection with margarine : — ^Acacia, Ban— 
MARGARINE. nano, Banola, Banolene, Blue Arrow, 
Blueband, Blue Banner, Bu-Na, Dahlia, . 
Eagle, Estate, Foxglove, Glad Eye, Gold Bell, Gold Cup, 
Golden Bell, Golden Crest, Golden Cup, Greenbai.d, Green 
Band, Green Banner, Hawk, Honey co, Honeymar, Ivose, Kirg- 
fisher, Liptona, Lobelia, MaiteriiC, Marigold, Msjblcsscm, 
Mermaid, Pheasant, Planters Pride, Plate, Redbar.d, Red 
Banner, Red Shield, Ricon, Rufose, Sana, Silverclcud, Silver 
Crest, Silver Lining, Sunburst, Sunshine, Thimble Brand, 
Thistle, Triangle, Welcome. 

The Department declined to approve six names durmg the 
period. 

Some cases of the use, in connection with margarine, of 
names which had not been approved by the Departmer.t were 
reported by the Department’s Inspectors. The matter was in 
each case brought under the notice of the trader concerned, 
with satisfactory results. 

The attention of the Department was drawn to the sale of 
maize meal from which oil had been 
oil-extracted extracted. It appeared that some of the 
MAIZE. meal was sold for human consumption. 

Prosecutions in respect of samples of 
Indian Meal in which the percentage of oil was low were insti- 
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tuted in several cases by local inspectors under the Sale of 
Food and Drugs Acts. Two of the cases came before the Court 
of King’s Bench, Dublin. The Court decided in each case that 
the purchaser had obtained the article which he demanded, 
that the Inspectors when they demanded samples had received 
Indian Meal specially prepared for human food and known to 
the public as such, and that therefore no offence had been 
committed. 

Information has been received from the Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise ’that, during the 
•SAMPLES TAKEN AT twelve months ended the 80th June, 1916, 
IRISH POETS, their officers took at Irish Ports, under 
Section I of the Sale of Pood and Drugs 
Act, 1899, and Section 6 of the Butter and Margarine Act, 1907, 
11 samples, viz., one sample of margarine at Dublin, and seven 
samples of margarine and three samples of condensed milk 
at Belfast. In no case did it appear that an infringement of 
any of .the statutory provisions took place. 


4. — The Merchandise Marks Acts. 

Officers of the Department continued during the period 
1st July, 1916, to 30th September, 1916, to make investiga- 
tions in regard to descriptions applied to various articles — 
butter, bacon, eggs, textiles. Prosecutions were undertaken 
by the Department in six oases during theperiod — ^five in respect 
of bacon, and one in respect of tweed. 

During the visits to butter factories attention was given by the 
Inspectors to the descriptions applied to 
BUTTER. the butter. In some cases the marking on 
boxes and wrappers containing butter 
which had been blended or reworked appeared to be misleading, 
and representations were accordingly made by the Department 
to the persons concerned. The reports of the Department’s 
Inspectors showed that, generally, more care was exercised 
in regard to descriptions on boxes and wrappers used to enclose 
butter which had been subjected to treatment in the factories. 

Some cases were brought under notice in which rolls of butter 
offered for sale as weighing 1 lb. were found to be short in 
weight. The Department communicated in the matter with the 
suppliers. 

Proceedings under the Merchandise Marks Act were instituted 
against five traders in Belfast in respect of 
BACON. samples of bacon and ham purchased in 
November, 1916, at their premises, by 
■officers of the Department. In these cases notices representing 
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bacon or hams as being of Irish origin were displayed. The 
samples were examined by experts, who agreed that they were 
not Irish. Pleas of guilty were entered in two cases and fines 
of £2 with £2 costs, and £l with £l costs were respectively 
imposed. In two other cases the defendants were each fined £3 
with costs. The charge was withdrawn in the remaining case 
the defendant agreeing to pay the costs. 

Constant attention was given to the question as to the accu- 
racy of descriptions affecting Irish eggs. 

EGGS. Purchases were made whenever there was 
any reason to suspect misdescription, but 
no case for the institution of proceedings came under notice 

Complaints had from time to time been made that factory 
tweeds were being sold under the descrip- 
HOMESPCN. tion Homespun ” or under names which 
would indicate that the cloth had been 
made in parts of Ireland specially associated with the produc- 
tion of tweeds made on hand-looms from hand-spun thread, and 
that the genuine cottage industry was thereby injured. An 
officer of the Department was instructed to make a full investi- 
gation regarding the descriptions under which cottage-made 
tweed was placed on the market, and the extent to which the 
industry was affected by misdescription. The inquiry showed 
that the term “ Homespun ” was generally accepted as indi- 
cating a tweed woven on a hand-loom from yarns spun on a 
hand-wheel from unused wool in the homes of the people, that 
there was a good demand for this tweed, but that the sale of the 
mill-made article as “ Homespun ” had very adversely affected 
the production of hand-made tweed — an industry on which num- 
bers of people in several districts were to a considerable extent 
dependent for a livelihood. 

In September, 1915, an officer of the Department reported 
that a suit ticketed “Homespun” and offered at 25s. was 
displayed at premises in Kingstown. The suit was purchased 
and was submitted for examination to makers and distributors 
of homespun, who were satisfied that the material in the suit 
had not been made on a hand-loom from hand-spun thread. The 
Department decided to institute proceedings under the, Mer- 
chandise Marks Act in respect of the suit. At the hearing of 
the case it was admitted that the material was mill-made, and 
the defence at first contended that the term “ Homespun ” 
might be used to describe certain mill-made tweeds. Subse- 
quently, however. Counsel for the defence intimated that his 
clients were willing to accept the Departmept’s view as to the 
class^ of tweed to which the description “ Homespun ” may be 
applied. An agreement was arrived at regarding the amount 
of the costs, and a nominal fine was imposed. 

It has been observed that, since these proceedings, traders 
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generally have been careful to limit the use of the term Home- 

spun to cottage-made tweeds. 

Collars, handkerchiefs, and tablecloths were purchased 
by the Department’s officers with a view 
PQPLju^ to test the correctness of the descriptions 
AND LACE. applied. In a lew cases vendors were 
warned as to the necessity for accuracy 
in describing such goods. In no case were the circumstances 
such as to warrant the institution of proceedings. 

Poplin ties and samples of lace were also purchased. No 
case for the institution of proceedings, howevei , ai ose. 


Inquiry was made regarding descriptions used in con- 
nection with hosiery produced in certain 
HOSIERY. districts. No case calling for action by 
the Department came under notice. 


5 . — ^Action taken in. Great Britain fob the Protection 
OF Irish Agricultural Interests. 

During the period, 1st July, 1915, to 80th September, 1916, 
officers of the Department visited several centres in Great 
Britain and made investigations with regard to descriptions 
representing various articles as being of Irish origin. Samples 
of butter, bacon, eggs, and textiles were purchased, and prosecu- 
tions under the Merchandise Marks Act were instituted in 
twenty-one cases. 

Test sampling in one of the London boroughs indicated that 
to some extent the practice of selling 
BUTTER. margarme as Irish butter still obtained. 

In no case, however, was there evidence for 

a prosecution. 

Investigations were made as to the descriptions under which 
blended butter or butter produced from hand-separated cream 
was sold. The information obtained showed that greater care 
was exercised in regard to the descriptions used. 

Officers of the Department purchased at Glasgow, in Decem- 
ber, 1915, samples of bacon and ham in 
BACON. connection with which such descriptions as 
“ Finest Irish,” “ Finest Irish Smoked,” , 
“ Belfast,” “ Finest Belfast,” “ Finest Belfast Smoked,” “ Fine 
Belfast Smoked,” were used. The samples were submitted for 
expert examinatiofi, and in ten cases in which the opinion was 
expressed that the bacon and ham were American, particulars 
as to the purchases were communicated to the Board of Agri- 
culture for Scotland, who caused proceedings under the Merchan- 
dise Marks Act to be instituted. Pleas of guilty were entered in 
five of the cases, and fines of £3, £3, £3, £3, and £2, respectively. 
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were imposed. Convictions resulted in four of the remaining 
cases with penalties respectively of £5, £5, £5, and £3. One 
case was dismissed. 

Bacon described as “ Peat Smoked Irish Bacon ” was pur- 
chased in May, 1916, by officers of the Department at the 
premises of a firm in London. On expert examination the 
bacon was found not to be Irish. The case was brought to the 
notice of the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries who instituted 
proceedings under the Merchandise Marks Act against the 
firm. The salesman was also prosecuted for aiding and abet- 
ting the sale. Pleas of guilty were entered. Penalties amounting 
to £30 12s. Od. were imposed on the fu-m. The salesman was 
fined £2. 

Test purchases of eggs were made at several centres by 
officers of the Department. In December, 
BGGS. 1915, two of the Department’s officers 

applied to pm-chase at premises in Glasgow 
eggs in connection with which such descriptions as “ Irish 
Eggs,” “Fresh Irish Eggs,” “Selected Irish Eggs,” “Finest 
Selected Irish Eggs,” “ Irish,” “ Best Irish,”, were used. Eggs 
purchased at the premises of eight traders were found on 
expert examination to be either Canadian or American (United 
States), and to be a£ least three months old. The Department 
brought these cases under the notice of the Board of Agri- 
culture for Scotland, and the Board caused proceedings under 
the Merchandise Marks Act to be instituted against the traders. 
In six of the cases pleas of guilty were entered. Four of the 
traders were fined £3 each, one was fined £5, and one £2. In the 
remaining two cases convictions resulted — a fine of £5 being 
imposed in each case. 

Collars, cuffs, fronts, tablecloths, etc., described as “ Irish 
Linen ” or “ Linen ” were purchased at 
LINEN. several centres by officers of the Depart- 

ment and submitted for expert examina- 
tion. Proceedings under the Merchandise Marks Act were 
instituted in two cases. One of the prosecutions arose in con- 
nection with the purchase, in October, 1915, of fronts at premises 
in Glasgow. Fronts in the window of the premises were described 
as “ Gent’s Linen Fronts.” Two fronts purchased were found 
on expert examination to be made from cotton. The Depart- 
ment brought the case under the notice of the Board of Trade. 
Proceedings were instituted, a conviction followed, and a fine 
of £10 was imposed. In the second case, a fine of £10 was imposed 
on a firm in Wolverhampton for describing as linen, collars 
made from cotton cloth. The proceedings were undertaken 
by the Board of Trade. 

In some cases the giving of a caution was regarded as 
sufficient. 
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6. — The Maekets and Faies (Weighing of Cattle^ Apto 
1887 AND 1891. 

Inspections and inquiries were made with regard to accom- 
modation for weighing animals at fairs 
INSPECTIONS. markets, and auction marts. Action was 
taken by the Department with a view to 
have improvements made in the accommodation in certain 
cases. 

During the period between the 1st July, 1915, and the 30th 
September, 1916, the Department issued 
EXEMPTION Orders exempting Market Authorities and 
OEDEES. auctioneers from the obligation of pro- 
viding and maintaining accommodation 
for weighing cattle at twenty-nine fairs and two auction marts 
A list of the fairs and auction marts will be found on page 195 
of the Appendices. ®

Examinations in Art. 


Examinations in Art were held at two Centres, viz., the Metropolitan 
School of Art, Dublin, and the Municipal Technical Institute, Belfast. 
Two candidates took the examination in Drawing ; six the full examina- 
tion (Parts I. &VII.) inindustrial Design, and three, having already passed 
the Preliminary Qualifying Tests (Part I.) took the main Tests (Part H.), 
comprising the examination proper in Industrial Design. Neither of the 
candidates presented for the Examination in Drawing succeeded in 
securing a pass. Of the six candidates who took the full examination in 
Industrial Design none succeeded in passing the examination generally,, 
although four of them were adjudged to have satisfied the Examiners in the 
Preliminary Qualifying Tests. Two of the three candidates who were 
presented for the main Tests were successful in passing the examination. 

As a result of the Competition por Royal Exhibitions, National 
S oHOLARSHiPS, Looal vSoholarships, and Free Scholarships (Art), 
conducted by the Board of Education (London), a Local Scholarship 
tenable for three years, with a maintenance allowance of £20 a year, 
was awarded to Elizabeth M. Johnstone, a student at the Municipal 
Technical Institute, Belfast. Miss Johnstone did not, however, avail 
herself of the award.
